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Buddy Antunez (Suz) came away with 
both the 125- and 250cc-class wins in 
rounds nine and 10 of the AMA/PJ1 
Arenacross Series in Guthrie, Okla- 
homa, January 9-10, though those wins 
came on alternating nights. Antunez 
topped Denny Stephenson (Hon) and 
Chad Pederson (Kaw) to win the 125cc 
final on Friday night, then came back 
on Saturday night to win the 250cc final 
after besting Cliff Palmer (Kaw) and 
Jim Chester (Suz). Friday night’s 250cc 
main was won by Jeromy Buehl (Hon), 
over Antunez and Cameron Taylor 
(Suz). On Saturday night, Palmer won 
the 125cc Pro class over Antunez and 
Stephenson. After 10 of 28 rounds, 
Antunez holds down the series points 
lead over Palmer, 311-299. Pederson is 
third with 298 points. 


Rusty Holland (Suz) dominated the 
opening round of the CMC/SunStar 
Golden State Nationals South, held at 
Glen Helen Raceway in San Bernardi- 
no, California, on January 11, by win- 
ning beth the 125 and 250cc Pro class- 
es. Casey Lytle (Hon) and Bader 
Manneh (Kaw) finished second and 
third, respectively in the 125cc Pro 
class, while Remy Van Rees (Kaw) and 
Scott Brown (Kaw) followed Holland 
across the finish line in the 250cc Pro 
class. 


Spud Walters (Yam) won both round 
one and round two of the PACE Off- 
Road Stadium Series, held in St. Louis, 
Missouri, and Houston, Texas, on Janu- 
ary 7 and 12, respectively, on a Yamaha 
YZ400F. The series is like the defunct 
Mickey Thompson Off-Road series, but 
allows only four-stroke motorcycles to 
compete in the motorcycle class. 


Many of the top AMA Superbike teams 
have recently completed testing at Wil- 
low Springs Raceway in Rosamond, 
California, in preparation for the 
National that will be held at the facility 
on April 26 - and the old lap record is 
already a thing of the past. The quick- 
est thus far is Fast By Ferracci’s Mike 
Hale, who lapped at 1:20.9, nearly a 
full second under the lap record. 
Defending Superbike Champion Doug 
Chandler tested at Willow on January 7 
and 8, lapping at 1:21.5 on the super- 
bike and 1:24.2 on his ZX-6 Supersport 
bike. “The 600 went really good,” 
Chandler said. “The track looks the 
same as it did in 1990 - the last time I 
was there. I guess they repaved it and 
widened it, but it looks the same. It was 
fine. It’s a good race track.” Sharing the 
two days with Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Chandler and Tommy Hayden was the 
Yamaha pairing of Rich Oliver and 
Jamie Hacking. Oliver lapped at 1:21.7, 
with Hacking slightly faster at 1:21.6. 
HyperCycle’s Jason Pridmore and 
Nicky Hayden also tested on January 7 
and 8, while the factory Honda duo of 
Miguel DuHamel and Ben Bostrom 
were scheduled to test on Monday, Jan- 
uary 12. Most of the teams have also 
scheduled dates for both Sears Point 
and Laguna Seca Raceway in Northern 
California. 


According to Cycle News contributor 
Darryl Flack, reigning Australian 
Superbike Champion Martin Craggill 
may not be able to compete in the Aus- 
tralian round of the World Superbike 
Championship on March 22. Team 
Kawasaki Australia team manager 
Peter Doyle has admitted that costly 
factory tires may keep them out of the 
race, though Craggill says “we'll be 
there somehow.” According to Doyle, 





to qualify, practice and race the two 
Kawasaki ZX-7R race bikes, some 60 
factory Dunlop tires would be required 
at a cost of well over $20,000. “It’s 
something we'd like to do, but we real- 
ly have to come up with the money 
from somewhere - either through 
Kawasaki- Australia or our sponsors,” 
Doyle said. “We have a heavy race 
schedule in ^98, what with the two- 
plus-four superbikes and the new big- 
bore production class, so we couldn’t 
budget for just a one-off event like the 
world supers, which naturally we’d 
like to do. To have any chance of being 
within shot of the TV cameras, and to 
give Marty and Damon (Buckmaster) 
their best chance, we need a full com- 
plement of the same Dunlops the 
works teams are running. I wouldn’t 
do it any other way.”

Emde will lead a squad of 10 U.S. and 
Canadian road racers against a team 
from the United Kingdom and Europe 
in the opening two rounds of the His- 
toric Team Challenge March 2-3, at 
Daytona International Speedway in 
Daytona Beach, Florida. The four-race 
series is being organized by AHRMA 
and England’s Mallory Park, with 
rounds three and four scheduled for 
Mallory on June 14. Other members of 
the team are as follows: Mitch Boehm, 
Will Harding, Todd Henning, Rusty 
Lowry, Craig McLean, Larry Poons, 
Adam Popp and Jay Richardson.

LOS ANGELES, CA, JAN. 10 
ure, it was surprising that French- 
man Sebastien Tortelli won the 
opening round of the AMA Super- 
cross Series at the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum, but what was even 
more amazing was the fashion in which 
he did it: Tortelli simply smoked the 
best supercross racers in the world in 
front of 61,855 witnesses. 

Tortelli, who is currently scheduled 
to ride only the first seven rounds of the 
AMA Supercross Series to prepare him- 
self for the upcoming 250cc World 
Championship Series, was clearly the 
fastest rider on the track when the 
checkered flag came out after 21 laps of 
racing on a one-lined, rain-saturated 
Coliseum track. Tortelli ended the first 
lap in 12th place on his Craig Monty- 
tuned /Oxbow-backed Kawasaki yet 
steadily worked his way through the 
pack - passing such notables as Yama- 
ha’s Kevin Windham, Jeremy McGrath, 
defending champ Jeff Emig and, finally, 
on the next-to-last lap, Doug Henry to 
win the first major U.S. supercross race 
of his career in what was his first try. 

“I feel so happy,” said the likable 
Frenchman, who was all grins after the 
race. “That’s my first race and win in the 
United States, and I was not expecting 
to do that good. I’m just so happy today. 
I was trying my best to catch every 
rider, and that happened.” 

One of those riders, as mentioned, 
was Henry, who suffered a heartbreak- 
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ing defeat. The factory-backed Yamaha 
rider, aboard a now-production-based 
YZAOOF four-stroke, led the first 19 laps 
- only to have Tortelli zap him at the 
end. And to make matters worse, Henry 
didn’t even end up finishing second. 
While running behind Tortelli on the 
final lap, Henry made a mistake - a big 
mistake - which resulted in a crash and 
a stalled motor. While he desperately 
tried to get his sizzling-hot thumper 
running again, there was nothing he 
could do about the riders motoring past 
him as he sunk deeper and deeper into 
the field. By the time he got going again, 
about half the pack had ridden past and 
Henry was left with a 10th-place finish - 
hardly a reward for such a strong per- 
formance. 

You would have thought that Henry 
would be punching holes in walls in dis- 
gust after his blunder, but that wasn’t 
the case. Rather than dwell on what 
might have been, Henry saw the posi- 
tives in his ride and was actually some- 
what pleased afterward. 

“I'm real happy (with) the way 
things went,” Henry said. “I wanted a 
good start and I got that. I felt pretty 
comfortable through most of the race, 
but had some problems there at the end 
- I was pretty tired from the ruts. I had 
to work a little bit and got a little wore 
out. The bike was working really good, 
hooking up real good.” 

But what about the crash? 

“I was pretty upset about that, but I 
realize that those things happen,” Henry 
said, “but it’s been a while since I really 
raced. We’ve been working with the

new bike, and I just can’t complain 
about the first 19 1/2 laps. They were 
great laps.” 

Another rider who was just as happy 
as Henry was defending champ Emig, 
who rode a strong but conservative race 
and was reimbursed with a second- 
place finish. Naturally, a win would 
have been nice, but, considering the con- 
ditions of the track and the fact that 
Emig has a history of getting off to slow 
starts in the supercross series, a second 
was almost just as good as a win. 

“I'm extremely happy,” Emig said. 
“Of course, the thought of winning was 
always there. I was second the whole 
time and was just really using my head. 
I got to where I was dragging my feet a 
little in the grooves, and I knew that I 
wasn’t riding perfect, so I didn’t push it. 
I've got tons of energy left; I didn’t real- 
ly exert a lot of energy. Sebastien 
(Tortelli) was really charging and, on 
the other hand, I wasn’t. I think where.I 
was resting, he was on the gas. He rode 





great - he just had that night. 
Man, it was his night! It’s great 
to see a 1-2 for Kawasaki. This is what I 
wanted - I wanted to warm into it (the 
series). A second at the first race is great 
for me.” 

McGrath, who was making his U.S. 
supercross debut on the Chaparral 
Yamaha, filled out the podium in third 
place. After a less-than-stellar fourth- 
place finish in his heat race, only one 
rider - Henry - beat McGrath to the first 
turn in the 21-lap feature. McGrath 
made a few unsuccessful attempts to 
pass the four-stroke during the first six 
laps; then he bobbled, came up short 
over a double jump, nearly crashed, and 
gave up his second-place position to 
Emig. After that, McGrath’s momentum 
was lost and he went on the defensive 
for the rest of the race, unable to mount 
a serious charge on the lead duo. Late in 
the race, McGrath was passed by Mick- 
ael Pichon and Tortelli and at one point 
was relegated to fifth. But McGrath 
lucked into third when Pichon and 
Henry crashed. 

Even though he seemed to struggle 
to match the leaders’ pace, McGrath was 
pleased with his ride. 

“Tt was an average race - I’m content 
with it, and I’m looking forward to rid- 
ing on a drier track. I’m happy with it. 
It’s a good start to the season - about 12 
times better than last year,” McGrath 
said, referring to his 15th-place finish of 
a year ago. 

Finishing fourth was another rider 
who was much better off than a year 
ago. That was top-finishing Suzuki- 
mounted rider Pichon - who suffered a 
broken femur at the Coliseum in last 
year’s opener. This time, things went 
much better for the two-time East Coast 
125cc Champion as he moved up from a 
seventh-place start and was running as 
high as third when he crashed on the 
slick track. Ironically, Pichon was per- 
haps the only other rider who looked as 
fast and strong as his countryman 
Tortelli before crashing. 

“I didn’t think I’d do that good,” a 
happy Pichon said. “My goal was to get 
a top five. I'd be so happy with that - 
and I did, and that’s good.” 

Regarding his coming back to the 
same track on which he broke his leg, 
Pichon said: “I was a little scared. I just 
thought to ride smooth and stay on two 
wheels. The weather turned out pretty 
good for me, with it being rainy - it 
slowed things down a bit, and I like the 
ruts.” 

Rounding out the top five was Team 
Yamaha’s Kevin Windham, the man 
who is making his first full-time attempt 
in the 250cc class after winning two 
West Coast 125cc titles. Windham was 
closely followed across the line by Suzu- 
ki’s Greg Albertyn and Larry Ward, 
Honda of Troy’s Mike Craig, Factory 
Connection/Jack In the Box/Honda’s 
Mike LaRocco and, of course, Henry. 

Finishing one spot behind Henry was 
yet another French rider - Frederic Bol- 
ley. Bolley was riding injured Steve 
Lamson’s factory CR250, and he used it 
well, despite being handicapped by a 
bad start in the main event. Following 
Bolley across the finish line was Team 








Kawasaki’s Damon Huffman, who was 
running fifth early in the race before 
going down after tangling with another 
rider. 

Honda of Troy’s Mike Brown fin- 
ished 14th, followed by Kawasaki's 
Ryan Hughes, Kawasaki of Mexico/ 
Tecate’s Phil Lawrence and Team 
Honda’s Ezra Lusk, who survived a 
hard crash after making contact with 
Windham in midair while running 
among the leaders. 

Filling out the rest of the field were 
KTM’s Lance Smail, Takeshi Koikeda, 


Chapafral/Yamaha’s Jimmy Button, 
and Jeff Dement. 


HEATS 


Lusk grabbed the holeshot in the first 
eight-lap heat race, ahead of Brown, 
Craig, McGrath, Windham and Henry, 
but Windham found traction in the mud 
and launched his Yamaha to the front. 
Windham latched on to Lusk’s rear 
fender and leaped into the lead before 
the first lap was over. 

Windham and Lusk began to break 
away from the rest of the pack, while 
McGrath settled into third, with Henry 
fourth. Craig took control of fifth, fol- 
lowed by Brown, Smail, Hughes and 
LaRocco. 

McGrath seemed to have trouble 
adapting to the muddy and rutted track 
and was losing sight of the leaders, 
while Henry was inching closer to the 
former champ. Henry eventually dou- 
bled by McGrath for third, but had no 
chance of catching of the long-gone lead 
duo. 

Windham had the muddy track mas- 
tered, but so did Lusk, who managed to 
match Windham’s every move. Late in 
the race, Lusk began challenging Wind- 
ham for the lead, and the Honda rider 
finally dived to the inside of Windham 
in a turn and snatched the lead away. 
But Windham retaliated. 

Windham tried taking Lusk wide in a

tight right-hand turn, clipping Lusk’s 
front tire in the process. Windham 
looked to have made the pass, but he 
ran out of momentum high up in the 
berm and tipped over. 

“Tt was one of those last-lap, desper- 
ate passes,” Windham said. “I kind of 
flashbacked to Japan, when he tried 
some of the same things on me. I don’t 
think it was that dirty (of a move). I was 
just trying to get the lead - we're out 
there racing. I went down. He didn’t.” 

Lusk kept his Honda upright and 
rode to victory. Windham got back up 
in a hurry, but not until his teammate 
Henry had already ridden by. Henry 
ended up taking a thank-you-very- 
much second, followed by transferees 
Windham and McGrath. Finishing one 
spot out of a transfer position was 
LaRocco, followed by Brown, Craig, 
Huffman and Smail. 

Lawrence and Tortelli battled for the 
lead early in the second heat race, but 
they got a little too close and went down 
in a heap just two turns into the race. 
Ward inherited the lead, but Pichon 
wanted it more. 

Pichon matched Ward turn for turn 
and eventually passed his teammate at 
the halfway point. Once out in front, 
Pichon steadily pulled away while Bol- 
ley and Emig mixed it up for third. The 
two riders passed back and forth before 
Bolley lost time when he came up short

over a double, allowing Albertyn to take 
over fourth. “Albee” quickly reeled in 
Emig but then ran out of time, making 
the final finishing order Pichon, Ward, 
Emig and Albertyn. 


SEMIS 


Huffman led every lap of the first 
semi, chalking up a start-to-finish win. 
Brown ran close to Huffman in the early 
stages before dropping back, and 
LaRocco eventually flew his Honda past 
Brown’s Honda over a triple jump. 
Watching the action in a close fourth 
was Craig. 

When the checkered flag came out, 
the first four positions were set, but the 
race for the final transfer position was 
still up for grabs between fifth-placed 
Hughes and Smail. Smail simply went 
for it on the last lap and caught Hughes 
down the last jump-filled straight. In the 
last turn, Smail went to the outside and 
cut in hard on Hughes, the two riders 
making contact, with Hughes going 
down. Huffman, LaRocco, Brown, Craig 
and Smail all earned trips to the main, 
while Hughes brushed himself off and 
prepared for the last-chance qualifier. 

Bolley nailed the holeshot in the sec- 
ond semi, but spun out in the mud after 
the first turn. Tortelli found himself in 
the lead and had an easy time of win- 
ning the race. Yamaha rider Robbie 
Skaggs ran second for a while before 
crashing over a double jump at the bot- 
tom of the infamous Peristyle. Skaggs’ 
crash gave second to Lawrence, who 
soon heard the heavy footsteps of Bolley 
coming up behind him. But time was in 
Lawrence’s favor, and he held on for 
second, followed by Bolley, Yamaha- 
mounted Dement, and Koikeda. Finish- 
ing one position out of a transfer in sixth 
was Button, who crashed while trying to 
pass Dement on the final lap. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Kawasaki rider Jason Thomas took 
the early lead in the LCQ - where only 
two riders would transfer to the main - 
but he was quickly passed by Button 
and Hughes. Team Noleen/ Yamaha 
rider Tim Ferry settled into third and 
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SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's Casey Johnson was a-no- 
show at the LA race. Casey, who was scheduled to compete ‘in 
the Western Regional 125cc Supercross Series, is recuperating 
from a broken ankle: He will be out of action indefinitely. Riding 
his motorcycle at the LA event was 1988 and '89 West Coast 
125cc champ Jeff Matiasevich, who has in recent years been rac- 
ing in Japan. “My deal in Japan fell through, and | talked’to Mitch 
and he gave me a-ride,"’Matiasevich said. “This all came. about 
two weeks ago - | haven't ridden.a 125 in years: Two weeks ago, 
:when | rode the 125 again, | was awful - but the last couple of 
days, I've been feeling better.” Matiasevich is eligible to. race in 
the 125cc class again because he hasn't held an. AMA license in 
over three years. Matiasevich finished: 10th. 


Team Chaparral rolled into the damp LA Coliseum pits with 
corporate support from Mazda Trucks. The deal, which was 
brokered by Chaparral owner Dave Damron and race team man- 
ager Larry Brooks, ‘will provide a healthy infusion of cash into the 
operation, which is filling its financial war chest from a number of 
unique sponsorship arrangements. 


Near the Coliseum and off to the side of the |-405 freeway. in 
Los Angeles - one of the busiest motor-vehicle thoroughfares in 
the world - sits a massive 14-by-48-foot billboard promoting 
Oakley. However, what is so special about this particular board 
is that it features a dazzling black-and-white image of Team 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki rider Ricky Carmichael com- 
pletely whipped over a supercross jump. Superclean and radical in 
appearance, the board is just another sign of America’s new and 
pronounced fascination with. supercross.

By 
the time Id get going, he'd take off.” 

McGrath made halfhearted attempts 
to pass Henry and later admitted that he 
was reluctant to go off the main line for 
fear he'd be slowed down by the mud. 

All the while, Emig was making his 
presence known by showing McGrath 
his front wheel here and there. 

Meanwhile, Tortelli was busy climb- 
ing up through the pack - as was Lusk.

Rossi will 
ride the 250cc Grand Prix.class for Aprilia in 1998. Another Italian 
road racing star in attendance at the race was 250cc rider Loris 
Capirossi, Rossi's teammate. 


Team Suzuki factory rider Larry Ward was eager to get the sea- 
son started. Now on the brink of 13 consecutive weeks of travel, 
Ward was very unfazed by the daunting prospect. “I like to race 
every weekend,” Ward said. “You just show up, go out there and 
race - you know exactly what you have to do to prepare. When 
you have weeks. off between races, sometimes you don't know 
what to do.” 


Team Kawasaki's new race bikes were by far the trickest- 
looking bikes in the pits and were graced with some clever techni- 
cal innovations. Each bike was equipped with new DID “no shoul- 
der” rims, solid brake rotors, Berg Racing carbon-fiber guards and 
suspension components that. featured extra canisters and 
adjusters that ran into the upper fork tubes and rear shock. “We 
don't know all the details of the performance characteristics of 
the rims,” said Kawasaki team manager Bruce Stjernstrom from 
the pits on Saturday afternoon, “but they're clever and appear to 
help performance. As far as the fork canisters, they help to 
improve feel and modulation. However, there's nothing. in them, 
and we don't anticipate placing them on the production bikes.” 


Team Honda of Troy's Mike Brown jis happy to be back in 
America.. Through a tumultuous year in Europe as a member of 
Michele Rinaldi’s factory Yamaha/Chesterfleld tobacco team, 
Brown found that Europe just wasn't his scene. “Everything 
seemed old there. There were all these small Volvo vans that the 





teams worked out of and everything was so small and run down. It 
was nothing like you see here in America,” Brown said, referring 
to the American pit setup. “Also, the hotels were ‘the worst. You 
never knew where you were going to-eat, and | hardly ever ate 
out. | remember in Portugal, they opened the hotel near the’ track 
for one day so that we could stay there, and when you went to 
turn the water on, it was all brown and rusty. After the first three 
races, | about cried -| just wanted to come home. But if | would 
have come home, | would have lost all the money | was riding for. 
At the end of the season, when there were three races left, | was 
all happy and started riding real well, but that was because’! knew 
| was coming home. At that point in time, | knew | had to do some- 
thing to get back home and race." 


Former 125cc World Champion and FMF/Honda team manager 
Bob Moore provided Cycle News.with the lowdown on the FMF 
race bikes. “Basically, what Honda has authorized us to say. about 
the bikes is-that we were real happy with the production motorcy- 
cle, but we are pushing to get more out of it," said Moore, taking 
the company line to the-nth degree. “We started with (Steve) 
Lamson's bike and began working with the engine. Each rider-on 
the team has their own specific performance setup.” 





“Yeah, it's nice to bė back,” said Team Chaparral race consultant 
Kel Carruthers, who is a former World Champion Grand. Prix 
road racer and title-winning race tuner. In recent years, Carruthers 
was a personal watercraft engine R&D specialist for the West- 
coast/Sea-Doo racing team. Now spinning wrenches and doing 
some heavy thinking for Chaparral, he had an interesting take on 
modern-day supercross. “It's more of a show now, but that's 
okay - you give the public. what they want. | liked the old tracks 
better because, to me, that was more like an indoor motocross 
race. The tracks were faster, and that's what | liked.” 


TV Nation: On Saturday evening, April.25, the AMA Supercross 
Series will enter uncharted - but, potentially prosperous - waters, 
when the Dallas Supercross will be taped for a one-hour, next-day 
airing on. ABC's popular "Wide World of Sports” program (the 
same. show that brought us the annual airing of the Carlsbad U.S. 
GP of Motocross back in the 1970s and “80s). The condensed 
airing, which will highlight the evening's 125cc and 250cc: main 
events, will run in a high-profile, one-hour time slot immediately 
after the national broadcast network's telecast of the Winston 
Select 500 NASCAR Winston Cup race from Talladega, Alabama, 
A number of insiders believe that the time slot will attract a num- 
ber of viewers of NASCAR (far and away America’s most popular 
form of motor sport), and hopefully they will stay tuned for the 
supercross broadcast, 


Jeremy McGrath's and Jimmy Button's Chaparral support- 
ed YZs were both equipped with 1994-YZ cylinders, which is what 
the factory Yamaha effort used for most of last year. Reportedly, 
both riders are happy with the setup. Both bikes were also graced 
with a trick high- and.low-speed rear-suspension arrangement. 


Team Stiffie rolled into Los Angeles with an impressive race 
operation. Competing aboard bikes featuring Tom Morgan Racing- 
tuned suspénsion and motors,.team riders Shaun Perolio, Michael 
Brandes, Jeff Willoh, and young. French racer Jerome Hemery 
(fresh off the FIM 125cc GP circuit) make'up the team. `` i 














Emig saw his chance and moved into 
second, with McGrath trying to get him 
back. 

“I kind of got all excited right after he 
(Emig) passed me, and I wanted to pass 
him back,” McGrath said. “I got way too 
excited, got pumped up and had to calm 
it back down.” 

“I noticed that everyone was making 
mistakes, not just myself,” Emig said. “I 
noticed Jeremy making a lot of mistakes, 
and so was Doug. 

“One thing about that four-stroke,” 
Emig said of chasing Henry. “You get 
behind it, and it just throws this huge 
roost, and the sound alone about blows 
you off the bike.” 

On the eighth lap, Albertyn was clos- 
ing on McGrath when the South African 
crashed, taking Huffman - who had just 
passed Windham - out with him. 

“I landed and cross-rutted in a 
jump,” Albertyn said. “I didn’t actually 
fall by myself; Huffman hit me, and 
that’s what put me on the ground. It 
was kind of unfortunate.” 

The rider on the move now was 
Pichon. Once Albertyn and Huffman 
were out of his way, Pichon had a clear 
shot at McGrath, and the Frenchman 
quickly reeled in the Yamaha. Pichon 
made the pass on McGrath - only to 
crash over a jump two laps later. 

At the same time, while running 





sixth and seventh, respectively, Wind- 
ham and Lusk got together over a long 
and fast double jump. It looked as 
though Lusk floated into the back end of 
Windham’s Yamaha and landed side- 
ways. Lusk slammed into the ground 
but, amazingly, got right back on his 
feet. He quickly remounted his bent 
motorcycle and slowly circulated the 
track with a reportedly injured wrist. 





“A guy on our team said that he 
(Lusk) faded into me; I didn’t feel I went 
into him,” Windham said of the inci- 
dent. “There’s probably going to be dif- 
ferent sides of the story from different 
views, angles, and different teams. I 
didn’t go over on him on purpose - I just 
think it was one of those deals when we 
hit in the air. Unfortunately, he went 
down. It was pretty gnarly - we hit at 








Despite wet and rainy conditions, 61,855 
spectators filled the LA Coliseum for the 
opening round of the series, and nearly all 
of them were on their feet throughout the 
20-lap 250cc main. 








According to FMF team manager Bob Moore, rider Scott 
Sheak will be out of action for up to three weeks. due to a 
stretched Achilles tendon suffered at the GF! Winter Series 
Supercross Invitational the week before the Coliseum Super- 
cross. Sheak is expected to return-for round one of the AMA 
125cc East Coast Region series in Indianapolis. 


Six-time AMA National. Motocross Champion and all-time 500cc 
National event winner Broc Glover was doing the big meet-and- 
greet: circuit in Los Angeles, Glover was recently hired by PJ1 
lubricants and will act as a brand manager for the company. 


World-class. surfer and. major motocross enthusiast Sunny Gar- 
cia was in Los Angeles to watch the. season kickoff. In recent 
months, Garcia has given personal surfing lessons to both Jeff 
Emig and Jeremy McGrath. While the two racers are landlocked 
inlanders (living in Riverside and Canyon Lake, California, respec- 
tively), they both enjoy paddling out when time permits: 


KTM brought out a factory-tweaked 250 for Lance Smail to ride 
in Los Angeles. The bike glistened with WP works suspension, a 
280mm front disc rotor, billet-machined triple clamps, factory 
rear suspension, a factory-fabricated aluminum swingarm and 
FMF pipe. Interestingly, the bike also ran a 1991 crank last used 
by former KTM factory racer Mike Healey in the '91 FIM 250cc 
GPs. 


Borrowing a trick used in the big-dollar (and big-spending) world 
of CART Indy Car racing, Team Yamaha laid down a trick plastic 
floor in their pit area. Smooth, clean-and user-friendly, the floor 
makes the life of a race mechanic a bit more pleasant. 





Team Yamaha had its bikes prepared for war on the muddy LA 
Coliseum circuit. Each bike ran.solid front and rear rotors, along 
with numerous foam inserts (to keep mud and water out of specif- 
ic areas). The carburetor of Doug Henry's YZM400 was wrapped 
ina special Velcro/vinyl sleeve in order to keep water and mud 
from jamming the carb/accelerator-pump linkage. 


Kevin Windham's very stock-looking factory YZ ran a 1998 
race cylinder, while all of the factory Yamahas competed with spe- 
cial titanium subframes: Doug Henry's booming four-stroke fea- 
tured a DSP (Dirt Squirt Products) titanium exhaust pipe and mag- 
nesium hubs. Furthermore, the, bike was littered with carbon fiber: 
the airbox, chain guard, skid plate, water-pump guard, engine 
mounts and chain guard were all created from the exotic material 
by DSP. b 





The only KTM 60 in: existence was. present in the LA pits. The 
first delivery of the ultratrick minicycle is expected in the middle of 
February. 


The first. qualifiers were run in deplorable conditions, as the 
heavy rain that deluged the track on Friday and Saturday morning 
turned the Coliseum floor into a major-league quagmire’ of thick 
-and heavy mud. However, track designer Rich Winkler -had .a 
master plan to help save the day. “When the qualifiers are over,” 
said.Winkler as he watched the first qualifying races while stand- 
ing in ankle-deep mud,.“we.will take out the small jumps and use 


that dry dirt.on the approaches to the big triple jumps. We'll mel- _ 


low out the rough stuff and use dry, road-base dirt for the cor- 
ners to help dry things out and help the riders keep their momen- 
tum up.” Winkler. made good on his plan and should be applaud- 
ed for the job he and his crew did in: saving the rain-besieged 
track. 


Former: World Snowboard Champion and mountain-bike racing 
prodigy Shawn Palmer won a big bet Saturday evening. A 
rumor floating around the Coliseum pits claimed that if Palmer 
qualified for the main event in the 125cc division, Pro Circuit's 
Mitch Payton promised to underwrite his race effort for the entire 
1998 supercross season. Palmer made it by snagging the final 
qualifying position in his heat race. “! am just f. = out of my 
mind. right now,” Palmer. said after the race from: the door of his 
posh tour bus. “I accomplished another goal. I've got my snow- 
boarding World Championship, | just qualified for a supercross 
main event, l'm going to win my mountain-biking World Champi- 
onship here real soon, and then | want to start to dick around with 
some. road bikes maybe next year and win a road race World 
Championship.” When asked if he would race the rest of the 
series, Palmer replied: “The dream is over; | think I'm done with it. 
If | wanted to succeed even more with the dream. and ride for 
Mitch. - | can: Mitch, | could put you to. your heels right now. | 
could make you build a bike, | could make you fly me to the races 
and you could have to pay. Skip Norfolk a lot of money to wrench 
on:my bike. But we'll see.” 





Doug Henry won the 1-900-PRO-RACE Holeshot Award 
and the $1000 that goes along with it. Ryan Huffman picked up 
the $500 up for grabs in the 125cc main event on his new Primal 
Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki RM125. 


“Beverly Hills 90210" star Luke Perry made a’ special guest 
appearance in-Los Angeles. Said Perry to the masses, “If | had a 
bike, I'd be out there on the track in two minutes!” Too bad no 
one took him up on it. 


When asked his opinion on how the season-opening.event came 
off, PACE Motor Sports vice president of operations Roy Jan- 
son replied: “It's been’ a wonderful turnaround. We went from 
two feet of water on the track to great racing. We're thrilled how 
it all came, out, and what a great way to start the season!” 


“The. reason why Tortelli won is that he's. in’ such amazing physical 
condition,” said a French motocross. insider. “There's a special 
research center in France that works with their best, ath- 
letes, such as track-and-field competitors, and Tortelli is. the first 
motocross racer to be invited to work with them.” 


“I feel like-our performance was positive,” said Honda of Troy 
race boss Phil Alderton following the evening's festivities. 
“We were the top Honda in both classes, and that's among the 
factory team, the FMF team and the ‘Sanford and Son’ team. 
(Alderton was referring to the new Honda-supported Factory Con- 
nection team.) Although these are all positives, | feel that there is 


room for improvement. We look forward: to improving our results: 


in the races to come." 


What a bummer: Dirt Squirt Performance/Race Tech-backed 
Tony Amaradio’s race-prepped YZ250 was stolen three nights 


before the LA Supercross while on display at the Speedway Café 


in Newport Beach, California. The privateer was devastated when 
he heard the news and, perhaps as a result, he failed to qualify for 
the 250cc main event on his practice bike. 


Shockware, a data-acquisition system developed for off- 
road. motorcycle racing,. has joined forces with the Factory Con- 
nection race team. The system, which operates off sensors 
placed on the swingarm and fork tubes, provides telemetry based 
on real time and feeds the information back to a laptop computer. 
Owner Don Owen has developed two systems: One system is a 
black-box-type program that is operated through a small box 
placed beneath the seat of Mike LaRocco's race bike, while the 
other, a more. sportsman-oriented model, utilizes a monitor - or 
shock clock - which is bolted to the triple clamps. Both systems 
are claimed to measure sag as well as compression and rebound 
rates. 


White Line Fever: If the Los Angeles. pits were. any indication, 
you're not a major player in U.S. supercross unless your team 
operates out of an 18-wheel truck or fifth-wheel trailer. Taking 
on the appearance: of a big-time NASCAR Winston Cup race, the 
pits were congested by the abundance of semis. Honda, Suzuki; 
Yamaha, Kawasaki (who also. showed up with a hospitality rig), 
Pro Circuit, FMF, Honda of Troy, and Chaparral all worked out of 
the luxurious beasts, while a number of other private operations || 
such as Stiffie, Tecate, Moto XXX and others - whether out. of 
convenience or economics -.went with. the fifth-wheel option: 
Finally, the box van has still not fallen completely out of vogue, as 
the Primal Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki team and. a host of shop 
teams and privateers still count on the time-honored contrap- 
tions.

Los Angeles Supercross at the Coliseum. Sebastien Tortelli 
joins Pierre Karsmakers of Holland; Roger DeCoster of Belgium 
and Greg Albertyn of South Africa as one of the four.

Lusk was unavailable for comment 
after the race. 

Many positions changed quickly, and 
the running order by the 15th lap read: 
Henry, Emig, McGrath, Tortelli, Pichon, 
Windham, Ward, Craig, Albertyn and 
LaRocco, who had earlier slid out in the 
mud. 

As most of the riders began to tire, 
Tortelli seemed to get stronger, passing 
riders left and right. He had the fastest 
line down the Peristyle jump and made 
a number of passes there, including one 
on McGrath for third. 

“He made a great pass on me there,” 
McGrath said. 

A lap later, Tortelli did the same to 
Emig, and, with only two laps to go, 
only Henry stood in his way. The 
Frenchman wasted no time in closing 
the gap to Henry and he passed him 
when Henry got a little sideways over a 
double jump. 

“I realized I was in a good place 
when I got behind Jeremy, because I 
knew Jeremy had a good start,” Tortelli 
said. “I was thinking, ‘This is good.’ I 
wasn’t really thinking about winning, I 
was just trying to be consistent lap after 
lap.” 

Then, on the last lap, Henry crashed 
over the same jump and the engine 
stalled. By the time he got the engine to 
refire, eight riders had passed him. 

“Tortelli had just passed me, and I 
went over the finish line, and it was the 
first time someone was right in front of 








me when I went in there, and I couldn't 
look ahead to see my rut; it was like I 
was looking at him. I just kind of cross- 
rutted and fell over. I wanted to turn 
one way and the rut went that way.” 

And then the motor stalled. 

“I should’ve done things better,” 
Henry said of starting the bike. “I 
should’ve put it in neutral and done 
things right the first time but, you know, 
I was tired.” 

At the finish, it was Tortelli - with 
room to spare. 

“I was so happy,” Tortelli said of 
winning, “especially because my bike 
was so perfect, and for my mechanic - I 
am his first rider, and this was his first 
official race. So that’s good.” 

With his success tonight, would 
Tortelli consider staying in the United 
States to finish out the supercross series? 

“Ah, I havea contract, you know, so 
the factory decides,” Tortelli said. “That 
was just the first race. There are more 
races - I will do seven, and we'll see 
after the end.” 

“I rode really relaxed tonight,” Emig 
said. “I just wanted to use my head, get 
a good finish - 16 (races) in a row is 
going to be tough; it’s going to be 
important to get seconds.” 

Finishing a close third was McGrath, 
while a distant fourth went to Pichon. 

Windham was next across the line in 
fifth. 

“I kind of pumped up around lap 
10,” Windham said. “I actually got it 
under control towards the end of the 
race and kind of settled into a groove. 
First race, I was real nervous - fifth

Dowd does 
his job

hile the sensational Ricky 
W cinica seems to be the 

clear-cut favorite to win the 
AMA Eastern Regional 125cc Supercross 
Series, things on the Left Coast didn’t 
seem to be so readily apparent - that is, 
until Thursday’s press day before the 
event. Contrary to the team’s original 
plans, Yamaha revealed that veteran 
racer John Dowd would be contesting 
the Western Regional Series rather than 
the Eastern Series in which he has tradi- 
tionally competed. 

If Saturday night’s 125cc main event 
is any indication of things to come, it 
was a good plan, as Dowd went on to 
handily win the opening round of the 
series after an early-race tussel with 
Suzuki-mounted Ryan Huffman. No, 
neither the slick, rain-soaked track nor 
the 21 other competitors in the main 
event could stop the notoriously good 
mud rider from securing the first West- 
ern Region win of his career. 

“I don’t know why we switched 
coasts,” Dowd replied when asked 
about why he was moved over to the 
Western Region at the last minute. “It 
was basically Yamaha's decision, but for 
me, it really doesn’t matter. I just asked 
which one I'd be riding and they said, 
‘West.’ I didn’t have any problem with it 
and I never heard any reasons.” 

Dowd got good starts and moved 
into the lead by lap three in both his 
heat race and the main event en route to 
his win. 

“I don’t know if I really had that 
much of an advantage,” the New Eng- 
lander said when asked about his mud- 
riding skills. “It wasn’t really all that 
bad by race time. It was kinda dry and 
rutty, with one good line around. I don’t 
really like riding supercross tracks in the 
mud, anyway. It’s hairy hitting jumps 
all slipping and sliding, and I was ner- 
vous about tonight. 

“It’s a good way to start a season, but 
I know I’ve got a long way to go,” 
Dowd continued. “I really hope I can 
put it together this year. Last year I felt I 
was right in there, and then I broke my 
hand practicing. I'd really like to win 
something this year because I feel like 
I've had a lot of thirds and seconds.” 

Team Honda of Troy/Sinisalo’s 
Stephane Roncada, who finished second 
to Tim Ferry in the Eastern Region series 
last year, started the year off well by fin- 
ishing second to Dowd, and 
Stiffie/ Westwood / Tom Morgan Racing- 
backed Michael Brandes took the final 
position on the podium. 

The Pacific Northwest had plenty to 
be proud about in the form of two rook- 
ie factory riders, Answer-backed Primal 
Impulse/Bill’s Pipes/Suzuki Racing 
Team’s Huffman and FMF/Honda/ 
Thor-backed Jason McCormick, who fin- 
ished a very respectable fourth and fifth, 
respectively, in their first AMA appear- 
ances. 

“I couldn’t believe it was Jason that 
got fifth,” Huffman said. “I actually 
thought that Roncada was Jason, and 








that he already passed me. Then, when 
he came up on me and almost got me on 
the uphill, it pumped me up and I just 
pinned it. I couldn’t think of a better 
way for it to happen other than a 1-2.” 

“We're showing that the Northwest 
can do it,” McCormick said, while 
bench-racing with Huffman after the 
race. “What can I say? We can show 
these boys.” 

Team FMF/Honda/Thor’s David 
Pingree finished sixth, followed by 
Yamaha/FMF/First-backed David 
Vuillemin, SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki's Nathan Ramsey, Stiffie/ 
Westwood/Tom Morgan Racing-spon- 
sored Jeff Willoh, and SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki’s Jeff Matiasevich, who 
rounded out the top 10. 

Ramsey jumped out to an early lead 
in the first 125cc heat race, followed by 
Brandes, Huffman and the rest of the 
squirming, sliding pack. By the middle 
of the first lap, Brandes had moved past 
Ramsey into the lead, and Huffman fol- 
lowed suit to move into second. Pingree 
was also near the front and moved into 
third by the end of lap one, followed by 
Stiffie-backed Frenchman Jerome 
Hemery, Matiasevich, Ramsey, Moto 
XXX’s Brian Deegan, and Team 
Motoworld’s Dustin Nelson. 

Brandes and Huffman pulled away 
from the battle for third and finished in 
that order over Pingree and Matiase- 
vich. Deegan moved up to fifth, Claw- 
son Motorsports /AXO-sponsored Rusty 
Holland finished sixth, Ramsey fell back 
to seventh, Nelson got eighth, and Suzu- 
ki Sports/FMF/Fox-backed Jason Par- 
tridge took the final transfer spot to the 
main event. 

McCormick snared the holeshot in 
the second heat, with Dowd, Jefferey 
Pestana, Roncada, Stiffie teamster Shaun 
Perolio, and White Knuckle Sports/ 
KTM/Sinisalo-sponsored Jimmy Lamas- 
tus in tow. Dowd and then Roncada 
moved by McCormick in the opening 
laps and the three remained in this 
order until the checkered flag, although 
very spread out. 

Perolio stayed up front to grab fourth 
ahead of Vuillemin, who moved up 
through the pack after a mediocre start 
and held off Primal Impulse/Bill’s 
Pipes/Suzuki’s Jiri Dostal for fifth. 
Suzuki/Pit Pro/FMF’s Chris Wheeler 
moved up to seventh after running near 
the edge of the top t0 during the early 
laps. Willoh held steady to earn eighth, 
and World Champion snowboarder and 
famed Specialized factory downhill 
mountain biker Shaun Palmer took the 
final qualifying position, winning a bet 
with Pro Circuit owner Mitch Payton by 
qualifying for a main event. 

No Fear/Pro Circuit-sponsored 
Bader Manneh, who is now racing in the 
United States after years racing over- 
seas, holeshot the last-chance qualifier 
over F&S Suzuki/Bill’s Pipes/JT-backed 
Travis Preston, Motoworld/Yamaha/ 
Pro Grip’s Greg Schnell and FMF/Mis- 
sion Yamaha/Sinisalo-sponsored Espen 
Blikstad, from Sweden. 

Schnell and Preston blazed off to 
snag the first two qualifying positions, 
while an intense battle raged between 
Blikstad, Manneh, Pestana and eventu- 
ally Lamastus for the final two transfer 
positions. Manneh and Pestana pre- 
vailed and took the last two picks on the 
gate for the main. 

Huffman laid claim to the $500 1-900- 
PRO-RACE money after grabbing the 
holeshot in the main event, ahead of 
Dowd, Ramsey, Deegan (last year’s win- 
ner), Perolio, Pingree and a host of other 
podium hopefuls. Ramsey went down 
early and the running order was Huff- 





man, Dowd, Pingree, Bran- 
des, McCormick, Deegan, 
Willoh, Roncada and Matia- 
sevich, with Perolio round- 
ing out the top 10 after the 
first lap. 

Dowd took the lead from 
Huffman over the finish-line 
jump to start the third lap, 
but Huffman retaliated half a 
lap later by doing a triple 
jump to take back the lead. It 
was short-lived, however, as 
Dowd retook the lead for 
good before the lap was over. 

“I had a pretty good dice 
going with Ryan Huffman,” 
Dowd recalled. “He started 
doing this one triple behind 
me with another guy and I 
really didn’t notice it right 
off. I made a few passes on 
him and then he’d pass me 
back over that thing. Once I 
got back in front of him 
again, I relaxed a little and started mak- 
ing time on them on the rest of the track. 
I just played it conservative, because on 
a track like this, one stick in the mud off 
of a jump and you'll be picking yourself 
up off the ground.” 

“It was great getting the holeshot in 
the main,” Huffman said. “I was just 
getting a little tense because this is my 
first time with the factory ride and I had 
a lot on my shoulders. I just wanted to 
finish well tonight. I was riding really 
well, but I just wasn’t breathing all the 
time. I just had to get one under my belt, 
and it will be easier next time. Dowd 
was jumping one double, so I went for 
the triple and got him back, but he got 
me after that, so...” 

Roncada blitzed his way up to take 
over second by lap five and closed the 
gap on the fleeing Dowd to four seconds 
by lap 10, but he eventually finished sec- 
ond to Dowd, nearly seven seconds 
back. 

“The track was pretty good by the 
main, but really rough with a lot of ruts 
and stuff,” Roncada said. “I got a bad 
start and tried to do my best to catch up 
to Dowd, but it was pretty frustrating. 
We caught up to some lappers and it 
was hard to get through them. I am very 
happy because I did my best and the 
track was really rough.” 

Huffman held third until the middle 
of the 15-lap race, when Brandes latched 
on to the final podium position, where 
he remained until the checkers waved. 








“I started about sixth in the main and 
passed, I think, Pingree and McCormick 
and made a mistake and had to pass 
them again,” Brandes said. “We went 
back and forth for a while before I was 
finally able to pull some distance on 
them. I stayed about equal with the 
leaders from there, but I wasn’t able to 
catch them. The hardest part was that I 
knew I was in a podium position, and I 
started riding worse as I got cautious. 
When I was charging, I was hitting all 
my lines. It’s a good way to start the 
year, with my first podium finish and 
heat-race win on this new Stiffie team.” 

Huffman and McCormick battled for 
a few laps during the middle of the 
main event before eventually finishing 
fourth and fifth, respectively. Pingree 
finished sixth, Vuillemin moved up and 
took the seventh spot from Ramsey, 
Willoh got ninth, and Matiasavich 
ended up 10th. €N

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he kickoff of the 1998 AMA 

Supercross Series also marks the 

debut of Todd Jendro as PACE 
Motor Sports’ new director of super- 
cross. Jendro, 27, is a former Pro-Am 
racer himself who seems to have a keen 
sense of balancing both the needs of the 
riders and those of the promoters and 
fans. But as in all things, actions speak 
louder than words. 
First of all, congratulations on your 
new position as PACE Motor Sports’ 
director of supercross, which is a role 
that Roy Janson formerly held. How 
did you come about working with 
PACE? 
Well, I’ve been racing since ‘78 and pur- 
sued racing in a professional manner 
from 1988 through 1992. I was a Pro-Am 
rider for DGY Racing - Downer’s Grove 
Yamaha. But while warming up for the 
Red Bud National, I had broken my 
wrist - shattered it - and eventually 
decided that it wasn’t meant to be. So I 
quit in “92 but came back with DGY rac- 
ing in ’95, working on their Pro-Am sup- 
port team in an original sales type of 
thing at the races. Then I decided to 
apply at PACE Motor Sports for a job 
and ended up getting a position as event 
manager with the U.S. Hot Rod Associa- 
tion. That evolved into a role with super- 
cross, and here I am! 
What does an event manager do? Did 
they have you bannering the hot rod 
track, or did you jump right into the top 
end? 





As an event manager, you're responsible 
for coordinating the entire event from 
start to finish. Basically, I was involved 
in the monster-truck aspect of this busi- 
ness. Eventually I hooked up with Roy 
Janson, who was already with 
PACE/Supersports. I was with SRO 
then and we only did a few of the super- 
crosses. So, with Roy kind of teaching 
me, I started learning more about the 
business, especially in 1996 when I 
worked a lot more supercross events 
with him. Since I already knew the sport 
really well, coming from a racing back- 
ground, they decided to give me a shot 
as the supercross manager. Last year, I 
was at all the supercross races, and at the 
end of the season, when Roy was then 
promoted to vice president of motor 
sports, I was promoted to director of 
supercross. 

Will Janson still have a hands-on role 
in supercross racing, or is his role going 
to involve other areas of motor sports? 
He really has his hands full because he’s 
in charge of overlooking our “Truck- 
fest,” our USHRA events, truck- and 
tractor-pulling events, plus supercross. 
He will be at a few of the supercrosses, 
but when we have an off-road event or 
some other event that he needs to be 
involved in, he'll be there instead. 

Well, since you're the man, we'll ask 
you the questions. What is the state of 


the supercross union right now? Is 
PACE happy with the improvements 
they made in their first year? 

Yes, we're extremely happy and pleased. 
And we want to keep improving things 
and keep open lines of communication 
between the riders, mechanics, and team 
managers as we did in ‘97. I’d like to 
eventually deliver supercross. to the 
mainstream so everyone knows what 
we're all about. We're extremely happy 
with our record and we set attendance 
figures for ‘97, and we plan on improv- 
ing the growth of the purse and points 
fund and outside sponsorship. 

PACE made a lot of promises before 
the ‘97 series regarding a points fund, 
improved track design, a better overall 
attitude and atmosphere. Do you feel 
that PACE kept those promises? 

We have stood behind all of our promis- 
es to the factory team and independent 
teams. Our commitment continues, and 
we were already having talks about the 
‘98 series during last year’s series. Com- 
munication is the key here. We need to 
communicate to the riders, to the team 
managers, to the mechanics, to everyone 
involved in the sport, and we want them 
to feel that they have a say in things, too. 
Everyone is treated equally. Obviously, 
we've gone above and beyond what we 
just spoke about to the factory teams and 
managers. Myself, Roy Janson, Gary

Becker, Charlie Mancusso - we all were 
committed to the 1997 series and are 
even more committed to 1998. 

What are some of the new things that 
supercross has in store for us in 1998? 
What can we look for? 

There isn’t much that anyone can do to 
improve the racing, which has never 
been better, so we are working to 
enhance the overall series itself. There’s 
going to be a lot of improvements in the 
presentation of the events themselves. 
Look for a new infield announcer’s 
tower, which is similar to the aluminum- 
girder-structure finish line we debuted 
last year. Also attached to that is an 
AMA scoring tower (included in) this 
same structure. We also designed and 
made a new start-gate structure, which 
is an 80-foot overhead piece with sig- 
nage space for the city, the sponsors, 
everything. It should be back-lit, too, to 
give the floor a better-enhanced look. 
And, as you might have heard, we've 
done away with hay bales, and we will 
be introducing some innovative safety 
barriers in 1998. 

That’s a pretty revolutionary thing - 
hay bales have been with motorsports 
forever. > 

That’s correct. Roy and I have sat down 
and twiddled our thumbs for years over 
this particular topic. There have been 
riders landing on bales and exploding 
them. Or when it rains on the bales, they 
weigh a million pounds. Or watching 
bales tumble over in the turns in the 














middle of the pack. Hay-bale covers are 
great, but did you know that there’s an 
East Coast hay-bale size and a West 
Coast size? That’s means you have to 
make a different set of hay-bale covers. 
Anyway, it was things like all that that 
we wanted to get away from. We came 
up with a bale with a true foam material 
inside that was specially designed 
through a border-control company that 
makes Roller-Blade products. It’s vinyl- 
lined, with a weighted system in the bot- 
tom to keep the center of gravity lower. 
In the turns, we've designed a 9-foot sec- 
tion that is better-anchored to the berm 
so we won't be chasing bales all night 
long. We've also increased the signage 
on the floor for the start area, where 
we've gone to a tapered panel also in a 
10-foot section, increasing visible sig- 
nage from the floor. 
Are these ways in which PACE hopes 
to provide better rider safety, or is this 
a way to increase signage, or both? 
It’s actually both. And when I explained 
to you about bolt berms, our anchoring 
system into the turn will prevent bikes 
from blowing through berms and then 
scattering all over the floor and riders 
flipping over them. This is more of a 
safety catch - it will prevent riders from 
going over into danger areas like oncom- 
ing lanes. It should help out tremen- 
dously, not to mention enhancing the 
floor and signage as well. 
What about the actual race tracks them- 
selves? Are there any immediate things 
on the chalkboard up there in Lom- 
bard, Illinois? Are we going to see Dirt 
Werx throw out some new stuff in 
1998? 
Yes, you're definitely going to see some 
new changes. Each track is unique in its 
own way, and we've thrown around the 
idea of elevated starts at some of our 
supercrosses, but that’s still on the draw- 
ing board. 
What do you mean by “an elevated 
start”? 
We're going to bring up the level of the 
start gate six to seven feet off of the 
ground, where it would race to the first 
turn on a tapered slant. I think that 
would give it a different texture, a differ- 
ent feel and a different look. It’s just 
something that’s not been done before. 
We like to make the floor look as differ- 
ent as possible each year for the fans. We 
also hope to throw a couple of new 
obstacles in the mix that most of the fac- 
tory riders and privateers haven’t seen 
et. 
pes those the rings o’ fire, real-live alli- 
gator pits and the shark tanks I heard 
about? 
(Laughs) No. But most of the\ track 
designs are totally revised and renewed 
for 1998. 
Hey, let me ask you this: Do the factory 
teams get to see the blueprints before 
the tracks are ever designed, or is that 
not the case? 
It is the case. I do forward all the factory 
and independent teams a copy of super- 
cross tracks that we’ve designed. 
They've given me their input and that’s 
relayed back into our drawings, not to 
mention the 1997 drawings. We get their 
comments on what could be improved 
or what some of the riders were having 
problems with. We review them where 
riders were injury-prone, and we either 
design them for better safety or remove 
them completely from our drawings, but 
they do get a chance to look at the dia- 
grams well ahead of time. 
What about the show itself? For 
instance, take Leeann Tweeden, the 
floor announcer last year. She took 
kind of a beating from the purists out 
there at first, but in the end she turned

out to be a 
boon for you, didn’t 
she? 

That’s correct. Leeann has been a great 
addition to the show. It took her a little 
bit of time to get used to speaking in 
front of 50,000 fans and such, but we sat 
down with her and explained what 
we're looking for and what the fans are 
looking for. I believe she’s come a long 
way and she’s a great asset to the sport. 
Are we going to see Terry Boyd and Erv 
Braun back as the announcers, or are 
you thinking of spreading that around 
a bit? 

You will see Terry Boyd and Erv Braun 
come back as the announcers. Terry 
Boyd is our louder, more extreme 
announcer who’s out on the floor report- 
ing. Erv Braun is our race-calling, boiler- 
plate announcer. Between the two and 
Leeann Tweeden, we believe we have a 
concept package that works really well 
for the fans. 

Tell me something about the schedule 
now. Last year there were a few ques- 
tions about the Los Angeles date, but 
that was because of earthquake damage 
to Anaheim, was it not? 

It was also due to some contract negotia- 
tions with the building in Anaheim, due 
to them being acquired by, I believe, Dis- 
ney. This year, obviously, we aren’t 
going back there again. As for San 
Diego, it’s completely redone and 
restructured for the Super Bowl that will 
be coming there this year. We’ll be there 
two weeks after the Super Bowl, so it 
should be in pristine condition. 

They’ve also expanded the seating 
there, right? 

That’s correct. They're up in excess of 
70,000. 

Then you guys go to Tampa. Tell me, 
what was supercross’ position on the 
Gainesville National? 

As motocross fans, we've all enjoyed the 
Gainesville National. Unfortunately, 
because of its position on the schedule in 
the middle of the supercross season, 
there’s been a growing sentiment among 
riders and teams to drop the event. We 
offered to replace the event with a super- 
cross if the AMA wanted fo make that 
change. 

Are you guys excited to be going back 
to Tampa? 

Yes, we are. We're extremely pleased 
and excited about the Tampa date, and 
hope that it will become an extremely 
successful event. 

So, obviously, you now think that con- 
tinuity is better for the supercross 
series? 

Yes, I do. I believe this will benefit the 
entire motorcycling community - factory 
teams and independent teams, and even 
the privateers - for testing purposes, get- 
ting an outdoor bike prepared in the 
middle of the supercross season. 

My personal favorite addition to the 
schedule is that we’re going back to 
New Orleans for the first time in about 
15 years. 





Correct; 
that’s March 14th. 

Can you tell us how that came into 
play? 

It’s an addition that fits in nicely, 
because they'll be going from Daytona to 
New Orleans. This is the first time the 
series has been there since - well, I 
believe it was ‘81. The race is in the 
Super Dome, and the entire city of New 
Orleans is extremely excited and pleased 
that we'll be bringing back this race. 

Did you ask everyone in New Orleans? 
That’s correct (laughs). 

Well, the new schedule still leaves one 
gaping hole on the map: You guys still 
don’t have a race in the northeast. Why 
is that? 

We wish it wasn’t like that, too. When a 
dome in the northeast becomes available 
and the scheduling provides that, we 
will be in the northeast and you will see 
a supercross there in the near future. 
Now that the schedule has changed, we 
have the 16 supercross races and then 
the Nationals with, like, one weekend 
off. How can you figure out a way to 
have some kind of break? What are 
some of your options there? 

An option would be to space the out- 
door Nationals down a few weekends. 
Maybe we can extend the National series 
into September and actually kick it off 
around Memorial Day. 

Have you ever thought about starting a 
little earlier? 

Well, there’s only another week before 
that January 10th date, and that would 
be really close to the New Year’s Day 
college football bowl games and the NFL 
playoffs and all that. Stadium availabili- 
ty is much more limited at that time. 
Also, due to factory testing and getting 
their bikes from Japan, and Christmas, it 
makes it extremely tough and difficult to 
be (there) on that first weekend. 

What about sponsors? Has supercross 
had any success in procuring an outside 
sponsor? 

Yes, we have. We are pleased to 
announce the addition of Toyota Trucks 
and Las Vegas Convention and Visitors 
Authority as the new series sponsors. 
How will that help the ’98 series, 
besides the obvious exposure our sport 
gets for bringing in outside interests? 
The addition of these important non- 
industry sponsors will help to generate 
great exposure for the sport, the riders 
and everyone. It will also assist us in 
providing increased support for riders 
through points funds and bonus pro- 
grams. For instance, the series point 
fund has been increased to $217,000, 
which will provide for $100,000 to the 
98 Supercross Champion and increase 
payments to all top 20 riders in the 
series. In addition, the Privateer Bonus 
Program, which saw 35 true privateers 
collect bonus money in ‘97 just by mak- 
ing the main events, will be increased to 








| $75,000. The 1-900-PRO-RACE Holeshot 





Award will also be back with holeshot 
bonuses for both classes, and the 125 
East-West Shootout at the Las Vegas 
final has had a purse increase to $25,000. 


Finally, purses have been increased 10 


percent across the board. 

What about the television contract? A 
few years ago, some people were a little 
upset that supercross had moved to 
ESPN 2. Now it seems like it’s been a 
tremendous boost to the industry. 

ESPN 2 has been wonderful to the sport 
of supercross. Back in the days when 
you had to wait a month - that made it 
difficult. Now that we tape live-to-tape 
and that particular event comes out six 
days after it was held, it makes it won- 
derful for the sport. One other thing 
about ESPN 2: I’ve spent the last three 
weeks watching the ’97 races repeated 
for the umpteenth time, telling Roy I was 
doing research. I am so stoked for the 
new series to start now, and I imagine a 
lot of other viewers around the country 
are, as well. 

If you had one thing you could do to fix 
the series or the sport, Todd, what 
would that thing be? 

Improving relations with riders, team 
managers and mechanics. Again, I think 
communication is the key - being level 
with everybody and treating people fair- 
ly. Once I have that, I think things will 
be extremely pleasurable. 

What about supercross in the year 2000? 
What are some of the long-term plans 
that you and PACE Motor Sports hold 
for the sport? 

What I envision for the sport of super- 
cross in the future would be improving 
attendance, national network coverage, 
and I envision more outside sponsors. I 
envision one day seeing laser lights dis- 
playing sponsor logos on the floor, on the 
dirt, on the walls. One day, we could see 
radio-controlled blimps floating around 
with signage on them. We want to bring 
national exposure to our motocross guys. 
Each year we're going to work on bring- 
ing supercross closer to mainstream 
America. These riders will someday reach 
the level of Jeff Gordon, or the Mario 
Andrettis, or what have you. You will see 
improved purses and points funds. You 
will see more coverage on TV. Hopefully, 
one day, you will see supercross come 
into the realm of NASCAR. 

I understand supercross has invested in 
an 18-wheeler to carry the equipment 
from race to race and thus make the 
setup more efficient. 

Yeah, we looked into the possibility of 
acquiring a semi. We will have a trailer 
on the road in 1998 to haul our barriers 
around from event to event. At the 
moment, we're looking to acquire a trail- 
er at least. Next year we're looking to 
add two to the series. 

Is the expo site going to be set up at 
every event? 

No, certain markets and certain events 
will have expos, and obviously those 
are more of the warm-climate events: 
There will be BMX freestyle teams, 
music - those are obviously in the 
warmer Climates. 

My one other question is, what is your 
opinion on amateur supercross? 

You got a good one there. I believe that 
amateurs are very important to the 
sport. We will produce an amateur 
supercross in Pontiac at the dome on the 
Sunday following the Pontiac Super- 
cross. We have researched acquiring 
crews to produce amateur supercrosses 
at some 1998 events. That will not hap- 
pen in 1998, with the exception of Ponti- 
ac, but we will be looking into the future 
of amateur supercross and where it 
should be and what its role should be. €N

onda’s Scott Summers is often 
H: as the consummate profes- 

sional off-road motorcycle racer. 
Not only is he fast enough to earn 
National Championships (annually, it 
seems), but he presents himself in a 
manner that does his many sponsors 
proud. 

Part of this must be attributed to 
longtime mechanic/ public-relations 
guy Fred Bramblett, who is just as ded- 
icated to his job - which is seeing that 
Summers gets the results, the glory 
and the bonus checks. Though a physi- 
cally imposing figure himself, Bram- 
blett somehow can slide into the back- 
ground and help focus attention on 
Summers. 

It sort of makes you wonder just what 
Bramblett’s hiding. What kind of deep, 
dark secrets does he keep? Does he have 





some sordid past he’s trying to forget? Is 


there an ugly skeleton in his closet? 

A long weekend on the seventh 
annual FBI Trail Ride provided the 
answers to those and other questions. 
Prominent among them is that Bram- 
blett has a sadomasochistic side, one 
that enjoys both doling out and accept- 
ing torture beyond the threshold of 
most mortals. In addition to that, ol’ 
Fred’s an excellent trail rider. 

You see, the FBI Trail Ride has prac- 
tically nothing to do with that govern- 
ment agency in Washington, D.C. It’s 
merely an appellative coincidence. The 
Fred Bramblett Invitational Trail Ride 
is all about having a good time on a 
ride that takes its participants nearly 
300 miles from Picket State Rustic Park 
in Tennessee, near the southeastern 
end of Kentucky, up to the Ken- 
tucky/Ohio border to the north. Of 
course, “good times” are often the 
result of surviving trials and tribula- 
tions along the way. 


WHAT IT IS, WHY IT IS 


Most people who follow the GNCCs 
don’t realize that Bramblett likes to ride 
motorcycles. With the schedule he and 
Summers have, however, it’s difficult to 
find enough time to fit in personal rid- 
ing time, a paradoxical problem faced 
by many in the motorcycle industry. But 
Bramblett has found enough free time 
over the years to take part in events like 
the Nevada Rally and the Incas Rally. 
He has also ridden in Mexico’s Copper 
Canyon. 

Looking at his history, you get a 
sense of Bramblett’s preference - adven- 
ture rides. Rather than just some casual 
afternoon riding with a few friends 
(although he does like to do that, as 
well), he wants something that'll be 
memorable for all concerned. 

“As bad as it is or sounds to the lay- 
man, even with a job as cool as being in 
the motorcycle-racing industry, it can 
turn into just a job and burn you out,” 
Bramblett points out. “I started doing the 
trail ride several years ago just because a 
lot of people had the same opinion. 

“I started kind of doing the FBI Trail 
Ride deal about seven years ago after 
the Cincinnati trade show, but it was 
always like a one-day or two-day trail 
ride with some buddies - Scott and his 


father. Then, four years ago, I decided 
while talking to Paul (Jordan, a longtime 
friend of Bramblett’s), ‘You know, we 
ought to go back and do the ride all the 
way across Kentucky, just to see if we 
can do it.” 

They eventually came up with a basic 
route that roughly follows what's called 
the Sheltowee Trace. 

“’Sheltowee’ means ‘big turtle,’” 
Bramblett reveals. “The Blackfoot Indi- 
ans used to predominantly be natives of 
Kentucky, and that was their nickname 
for Daniel Boone. They called him ‘big 
turtle’ because he was so slow going 
through the woods.” 


SPEED IS RELATIVE 


If the Indians thought Daniel Boone 
was slow, they would’ve howled at the 
snail’s pace set by the group of 17 
above-average riders and their mecha- 
nized steeds. As first-timer Tony Megla 
(a designer at Answer Products and an 
excellent desert racer) put it, “I didn’t 
think I was in over my head, but it defi- 
nitely took getting used to. Waking up 
to the 40-degree (temperature), the 
pouring rain (on the first morning), and 
going, ‘Okay, this is how we're going to 
spend the next three days?’ - that was 
pretty miserable.”

In Tennessee, the week 
before Thanksgiving (the ride starts at 
Picket State Rustic Park near the Ten- 
nessee/Kentucky border) can be colder 
and wetter than Californians are used 
to. That also makes trail obstacles a lot 
slicker - not that hard-packed clay hills 
or moss-covered rocks or fallen trees 
need much. cold rain to multiply the dif- 
ficulty factor considerably. It’s safe to 
say that no one in the group felt chilly 
after that first happy section of trail. 

Oh, the group: It’s hand-picked by 
Bramblett, of course. After all, it is his 
ride. As for criteria, it’s pretty simple: 
“It’s got to be somebody that has a good 
attitude and has gone really out of their 
way to help us in the past,” Bramblett 
explains. “It’s kind of a way of thanking 
people. Other people that come along, 
like Randy Stephenson - he’s a friend 
from way back - he knows the trails 
really well, and he’s just fun to go riding 
with. Mark Hyde - even though he 
works for a competitor, Suzuki, Mark’s 
just a good guy. 

“This year, with 17 riders,” Bramblett 
continues, “that was the largest group 
ever. Normally, we have about 12 to 15 
as the max. Unfortunately, I probably 
get 50 or 60 people who call up and 
want to go. You have to tell some of 
them no.” 

So, besides guys like Stephenson and 
Paul Jordan, who both help as trail 
bosses, there are heroes: Summers and 
his father, Wade, of course, and repeat 
participant Jeff Russell. Also in the hero 
category this year were newcomers 
Randy Hawkins (with mechanic Dale 
Stegall, who proved highly entertaining 
with his wide-open philosophy); Hyde 
(unofficial recipient of the Bozo Crash 
award); and Alan Randt. Among the 
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ARARUNA 


Summers sponsors were Megla and 
Wiseco’s Steve Johnson, back for his 
second time. A few more friends of 
Bramblett’s, a couple of journalists, and 
that’s 17. Of course, without help from 
others, like Summers Racing’s Phil Lin- 
deman (support-truck driver) and Pat 
Shepard (meal queen extraordinaire), 
life on the trail would’ve been merely - 
life on the trail. As it was, plenty of 
great food was always ready at the des- 
ignated stops, where one could reach 
into his gear bag and get a dry jersey or 
another dab of No-Fog cloth. In addi- 
tion, Jordan and his friend Earl Brock- 


man helped tremendously by clearing - 


sections of trail in the weeks before; 
Summers never had to fire up the small 
Poulan chain saw he carried on his XR, 
which certainly helped keep things 
rolling. 


HEAVE HO 


A few spots, however, proved impos- 
sible to ride through, even for the 
heroes. Ever been on a trail ride where 
long, strong rope is carried by at least 
one guy - and then have to use it? Not to 
tow dead bikes, mind you, but to hoist 
bikes up and around narrow passages 
safely. The FBI ride features that. How 
about sections where three guys are 
required to lift bikes over moss-covered 
rocks, because a slip would mean a 20- 
foot drop into a boulder-strewn stream 
below? The FBI ride features that. You 
see, it’s all part of the plan. 

“I kind of like stuff really technical, 
where it requires a whole lot of effort,” 
Bramblett insists, further revealing his

true nature. “It challenges you to get 
through. I just think it makes for a more 
fun, better ride. 

“The technical sections, when you 
have a group like that,” he explains, “it 
kind of creates a planned bottleneck 
where everybody gets back together as a 
group. If you’re on those fast, open 
quad trails, people like Scott Summers 
and Randy Hawkins and those guys 
start playing, and pretty soon you're 10 
miles behind. When it gets really tight 
and technical and everybody’s got to 
stop and start using the rope, every- 
body’s going to be back in the group.” 

Megla put it more simply. 

“It was probably the toughest three 
days of riding I’ve ever done!” he 
exclaimed. “Probably just the complexi- 
ty of the riding (made it so tough) - the 
situations, the leaves. For one thing, you 
never saw dirt the whole time; we never 
saw any dirt on the trails! All the rocks 
and logs were kind of hidden under- 
neath the leaves. That was the whole 
game to me - ride 80 percent of your 
level until you get to the next obstacle. 
Then it was, ‘Who can make it to the top 
of the next obstacle?,’ or, ‘How far can 
you throw your bike?’ The farther you 
can launch your bike, the less you'd 
have to carry it.” 

Johnson put it another way. 

“I considered it more of an expedi- 
tion than anything,” he said. “You can’t 
really call it a ‘trail ride’ - it was almost 
like a Lewis-and-Clark thing. When I 
came up to something technical, I treat- 
ed it almost like a trials section, to see if 
I could get through. It’s a little bit of a 
self-pride thing - to see if I could clean 
something that Randy Hawkins floun- 
dered through.” 

Summers agreed. 

“This year, because of my injury, I 
was being real careful,” he ‘said, “but 
normally, it’s not a race - it’s a contest to 
see who can make it through.a section,” 
he said. “That’s fun for me, because I 
can kind of sit back and study it and 
then go ahead and attack it and see 
what happens.” 

To be honest, though everyone 
grouses while doing the “ol’ heave ho,” 
it’s all a facade. No one really despises 
the work, and it also seems to build 
camaraderie. 

“You get to be really good friends 
with the sponsors, which in the long run 
I guess has a business benefit, when you 
get on a first-name basis and become a 





personal friend,” Bramblett confesses. 
“It's hard not to be somebody’s friend 
when you're on the other end of the 
rope, pulling them and their bike up a 
draw, you know? But at the same time, 
it just reminds everybody why they got 
into the industry to start with: It wasn’t 
for the money or the prestige or any- 
thing else - it was because they loved 
riding dirt bikes.” 


BACK TO BASICS 


For those who are around them all 
the time, dirt bikes and racing can 
become a job, like any other occupation. 
The FBI Trail Ride provides the oppor- 
tunity for a select few to get back to the 
basics of riding and rediscover its joys. 

“T just love going with Fred and Scott 
and those guys,” Johnson proclaims. “It 
gets you out of reality for a while - no 
phones, TVs or anything. They make it 
thrilling, too. There are unknown obsta- 
cles that can jump out in front of you. 
It’s a total test of mind, body and bike. 
It’s fun to have that camaraderie, too. 
It’s just too much fun.” 

“That was my first time on the ride, 
and it was probably the best trail ride 
I’ve ever been on,” Hawkins says 
enthusiastically. “I was really shocked 
at the trails. Most of the time, when you 
go on a trail ride, you could drive a 
four-wheeler or Jeep around it. Me,

Three days on the 
98 Honda XR250R

y and large, most of the motorcycle press overlooks Honda's XR250R. The rea- 

son for this is that most of the enthusiast media is located in Southern Califor- 

nia, and, to be honest, there aren't many places in good ol’ SoCal where an 
XR250R is very exciting. ; : 

To really appreciate the bike, you need to spend time in Eastern-style terrain. 

When it’s rainy, cold and miserable, and all you see ahead is fallen leaves, the 
occasional green rock and a tunnel through the trees, the XR250R quickly becomes 
your best friend. 

For ‘98, it’s got the requisite bold new graphics, but there are also a couple more 
changes. Most visible is the muffler, now styled like the one on the XR400R. Honda 
also claims the subframe is stronger, and that checking the oil is quicker due to an 
oil-pump mod. 

We tried one of the new 250s on the FBI Trail Ride; the only details separating it 
from box stock were the Summers-style hand guards and Pirelli tires. 

When the trail turned gnarly and technical, we decided that the “unexciting” 
XR250R was the perfect weapon. It itted a rider of average weight and ability 
to motor through instead of getting stopped cold due to rebounding unexpectedly 
off a rock or uselessly spinning the rear tire with a sudden hit of power. That’s due 











-precisely to the soft, compliant suspension and mildly tuned engine. You need to hit 


huge air or A-rider speeds in big whoops before finding a shortcoming in the sus- 
pension. And when traction’s scarce, “mild” keeps you moving. All the restrictors in 
place did, however, make the powerplant stumble at the high end of the midrange. 

The most glaring idiosyncrasy turned out to be starting, which was sometimes 
hit-or-miss, no matter whether it was hot or cold. That's the only time something 
like a KDX220R came to mind. 

We also sampled a few miles aboard a 250 with a 280cc big-bore kit and 
Yoshimura exhaust that Summers put together. It felt like it had more compression, 
requiring a slightly gentler throttle hand when the 
going got tricky. But the added grunt and midrange 
made it much easier to loft the front end, and even 
made the stock suspension feel better. It was only on 
the loud side. 

In addition, we tried a 250 that had been jetted rich- 
er after having the exhaust resonator and airbox 
snorkel removed. It proved to be noticeably stronger 
than the stock XR, not quite as meaty as the 280, and 
barked a decibel reading somewhere between stock 
and the Yosh pipe. (We would’ve liked to have seen 
how a turned-down exhaust tip like those from 
Thumper Racing managed power and noise output.) 

After three days of both casual and intensive, tech- 
nical riding, we came away with newfound respect for 
‘the XR250R. Now we know why Honda continues to 
sell them: They work well for some of the toughest 
trails around by being easy enough for a beginner to 
learn on. 





Scott Summers somewhat dwarfs the XR250R but, 
unofficially, he’s found he goes faster on it in tight woods 
than on his 600. The 250 is supereasy to ride and has 
woods-focused suspension. Updates for the ’98 are the 
muffler, oil pump and a stronger subframe.

Demuth and Antunez were at 
Hodges’ rear wheel before the occur- 
ance, but Antunez went wide and got 
shoved out while Demuth glided out of 
the turn and took the lead. 

“I got stuck behind (Brad) Woolsey 
in the whoop section and I was just 
afraid to get out in the deep stuff and 
lose control,” said Hodges, “so I played 
it safe and stayed behind him into the 
turn and, sure enough, Buddy 
(Antunez) and Demuth passed me.” 

Chad Pederson was waiting in the 
wings and got around Hodges as well to 
take the final spot on the podium. 

“Tm just trying to get on the podium 
and stay consistent,” offered Pederson. 

Kawasaki of Carrollton/Thor/Pro 
Circuit/Oakley/Sunstar/Dunlop- 
backed Grayson Goodman finished 
fifth, the same position in which he 
started the race, followed by Yamaha.of 
Troy’s Todd DeHoop and Suzuki of 
Gastonia’s Jim Chester. 

Grayson Goodman led the 250cc 
main and captured his seventh 1-900- 
PRO-RACE Holeshot Award of the sea- 
son. 
“Tve been really working hard for 
the Arenacross Series,” said Goodman, 
“and my starts have been good.” 
` Kawasaki West/Pro Action/SMP/ 
FMF/Klotz/Smith-sponsored Mike 
Jones, however, had other plans and 
passed Goodman before the end of the 
first section of the tight arena course. 





Goodman stayed with Jones into the 
14th lap before Demuth passed him in 
the last rocker section. 

“T started dead last,” Demuth said. 
“There were a lot of places to pass and I 
was doing some stuff that the other rid- 
ers weren't doing.” Demuth was refer- 
ring to his ability to triple in the last 
rocker section just short of the finish- 
line area. 

Demuth zeroed in on Jones for the 
final two laps before once again using 
his tripling ability to pass for the lead 
just one turn short of the checkered 
flag. 

“Everybody got the hang of where 
the fast lines were and they were taking 
them,” commented Demuth. “I tried as 
hard as I could, but I love to jump and it 
worked for me.” 

Demuth took his second win back to 
back, a feat that no rider has been able 
to do thus far in the series on any one 
night. Jones finished second, while 
Goodman rounded out the top three.

Chad Pederson stopped Demuth’s 
win streak by nailing the holeshot in the 
125cc main and never looking back for 
the entire 16-lap race. 

“All weekend I've been getting bad 
starts, or a least not a good line off the 
start,” said Pederson. “In the 125 (race), 
I finally got out there.” 

Hodges chased Pederson from start 
to finish. “Chad rode a really good 
race,” offered Hodges. “He made some 
time on us in the first few laps, but I 
couldn’t figure out where he made that 
time up.” 

The points leader going into the Fort 
Worth round, Team Green/ Kawasaki of 
Carrollton/Thor-backed Cliff Palmer, 
suffered bad starts and crashes during 
Friday’s event, but raced in third, catch- 
ing his first podium spot for the week- 
end. > 

Off the start of the 125cc main, Cliff 
Adoptante went down, causing some 
major traffic congestion for some major 
players in the race. Both Antunez and 
Cory Francis got tangled with Adop- 
tante, making up an RM goulash in the 
first turn. 

“I got a bad jump off the gate,” said 
Antunez. “I was midpack going into the

first turn when Cliff (Adoptante) fell in 
front of me. I just rode as hard as I could 
and gave 100 percent.” 

Antunez finished 10th. 

The final main of the weekend 
appeared to belong to Brad Woolsey of 
Burleson, Texas, a suburb located at Fort 
Worth’s southern border. The Kawasaki 
of Carrollton/Pro Circuit/Thor/RK/ 
Smith/Sunstar/SBS-backed star timed 
the gate with the precision of a surgeon 
and sliced his way to the first turn to col- 
lect 1-900-PRO-RACE Holeshot Award. 

Antunez gated second onto the 
course and chased the younger Woolsey 
for four laps before a charging Pederson 
took his position when Antunez got off 
balance in the whoops. Antunez recov- 
ered and charged after Pederson, never 
allowing him to get too much of a lead 
on him. 

“I was going into the big part of the 
whoops where there tends be one line,” 
said Antunez. “I was going after Brad 
for the pass, but I knew I had to clear 
the gap to make it all the way through 
the whoops, but I landed on top of them 
instead, my front end dropping on me 
the third whoop from the end, taking 
me to the left.” 

During lap 14, Antunez saw his 
chance and passed Pederson back in the 
whoop section, and then focused on 
Woolsey, who had only a couple of bike 
lengths on Pederson in the first place. 

The crowd was going wild, cheering 
on their local rider as Antunez guided 
his machine like a nuclear missile and 
began to close what little gap there was, 
showing Woolsey his front wheel in sev- 
eral turns.

When Woolsey caught a hay-bale 
cover on lap 18, Antunez made his 
move and passed the leader. 

“I was letting the pressure get to 
me,” said Woolsey. “I’m faster than that 
and I should have won, but I kept mak- 
ing mistakes. When my arms started to 
pump up, all I could do was hold on for 
dear life.” 

Antunez said at the end: “I raced the 
250cc main like I did the 125, but this 
time I was little bit more aggressive and 
put the pressure on Brad. I got a good 
start and felt really strong at the end.” €N

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alfway into this interview, 
which was done in the lobby 
of the Hampton Inn during 
the Michelin tire tests in 
December, Mike Hale was greeted by a 
friend and the tape recorder was turned 
off. When it was time to continue, Hale 
had a request. “I don’t want this to 
sound negative. That’s not what I’m 
about,” he said. It was a telling admis- 
sion from a rider who made a bad deci- 
sion two years ago and is only now 
recovering. His focus now is on the 
future and, this time, he appears to have 
made the right choice. 

Mike Hale left the U.S. road racing 
scene with a flourish, winning the final 
race of the 1995 season on the Smokin’ 
Joe’s Honda. It was his second win of 
the year, and he finished the 1995 Super- 
bike campaign second overall to team- 
mate Miguel DuHamel. His results in 
the 600cc Supersport class were similar: 
two wins and a second to DuHamel in 
the series. 

Hale’s rise had been both steady and 
spectacular, and the demand for his ser- 
vices after the 1995 season was at an all- 
time high. He had a world of options. 
The choice he made, to race for Austrian 
businessman Alfred Inzinger as Troy 
Corser’s teammate on the Promotor 
Power Horse Ducati team, still haunts 
him. The team was underfunded, and 
Hale never got the support that he was 
promised. He was clearly the second 
rider to Corser. He hasn’t been fully 
compensated, though he hasn’t given up 
the fight. 

His only AMA appearance in the 
past two years, at the 1996 Daytona 200, 
started well, but quickly ended badly. 
He led the race, only to crash on oil on 
the fifth lap. This year should be differ- 
ent. 

He joins the Fast by Ferracci Ducati 
team with the full backing of the Ducati 
factory. He and teammate Tom Kipp 
will be the only front-line superbike 
team on Michelin tires, which - along 
with Ferracci - has committed itself to a 
more rigorous testing program than last 
year. 

Let’s start with two years ago. Do you 
think it was a mistake for you to leave, 
to go to Ducati after your first really 
good year on the Smokin’ Joe’s Honda? 
Do you think you left too soon? 
Looking back now, I know that I went 
with the wrong team. Whether or not I 
went too soon, I don’t think so. But on 
the other hand, I don’t think it would 
have hurt me to stay with Honda for 
that next year. 

What do you think you missed out on? 
I think I learned more doing what I did - 
not just about how to ride better, but 
both mechanically and politically, so 
much political bullshit, that I just 
learned a lot in that year. 








What was wrong with that year? 
I don’t want to go bashing everything, 
but I just say the main thing is the way it 
was structured. And then I think there 
was a lot of corruption. 

Are you owed any money from them? 
Yes. 

What Alfred Inzinger (the Promotor 
team owner) has said is that he still 
owes you your fee for the whole year. 
Yeah, he still owes me quite a bit of 
money - a large sum of money. 

And it’s being litigated? 

Basically, yes. I have every intention of 
it being settled. 

When did it start to go wrong? 
Basically, I think it started going wrong 
the first time we rode the new bikes in 
practice here for the 200. In all the pre- 
season practice, I was right on par with 
everyone else or with Troy (Corser). We 
got the new bikes here at Daytona and, 
okay, Troy and I qualified one-two, but I 
knew that we needed to get these bikes 
handling right. They were just so fast. 
They were damn fast in a straight line; 
that’s what made up for the infield. 
When we got to the normal racecourses 
in Europe, it was like the bike wasn’t 
turning. I guess with Troy’s style of rid- 
ing, it suited more his style or (Pier- 
Francesco) Chili’s style, coming from 
250s. But it was really a step backwards 
in the wrong direction for me. After that 
first race in Europe, when I finished, I 
think, maybe, eighth, most of their 
attention went to Troy for his hopes in 
the championship, and I was put on the 
back burner. That’s how it went. 

And there was nothing you could do to 
make it any better? 

Basically, Jon Cornwell was working 
with Ohlins and he was working with 
me and, throughout the year, because 
they had financial difficulties, my 
mechanics were leaving. I finished the 
year with my fourth mechanic. It was 
just a bad deal. I learned a lot from it. 
How did you stay motivated? 

I guess the fact that - it was almost like I 
was carrying the load on my own shoul- 
ders and I wanted to prove to everyone 
else - I didn’t want anyone to say that I 
couldn’t do it. And I did everything that 
personally I could. You’ve got to take 
into account that I had one year’s super- 
bike experience before I went into this, 
and you go into the world level and you 
feel like you’re in your side of the pit 
and you're the only drive to get things 
done. It was like I was up against every- 
thing on my own. I mean, sure, Michelin 
was giving me tires - not as many of the 
top tires. I didn’t have as many as, say, 
(Carl) Fogarty or the top guys. But 
maybe, come race day, I'd get one or 
two of the good tires. Cornwell with 
Ohlins - they were doing everything 
that they could do, and we couldn’t get 
it done. I signed up on the deal expect- 
ing to have a tuner because you couldn’t 
win the U.S. championship without a 








good 3 
mechan- “¥ 
ic, an engi- 
neer, and a 
good team. I 
mean full-on 
support and all the 
elements it takes to 
win. You're lucky to bust 
the top 10 in the World Cham- 
pionship without it. 

As the year went on, when did you 
start exploring other options? 

Halfway through the season, I wasn’t 
getting paid and things weren’t looking 
good. I was really pissed off at the way 
it was going. All the other offers that 
had been on the table that I'd passed up 
to take this because it was such a sweet 
deal and it was all in the contract - I 
passed up some really good offers, and 
left Honda - basically, you name it, here 
in the States and a couple of people 
overseas that I was talking to. So, that’s 
the deal. 

Halfway through the season, you start- 
ed looking to move on? 

Halfway through the season, my one- 
track mind was to get to the front, to fin- 
ish up on the podium. I went from - the 
first of the year, my goal was to finish 
top three in the championship, and win- 
ning some races, to later in the year, just 
getting on the box in a race. We almost 
did it in the last race in Australia. That 
was way too late in the game. I was ful- 
filling my end of the contract just for 
legality purposes - like I said, the one- 
track mind to do everything that was 
within my capabilities of doing the best 
I could. I'd get up and go running every 
day just to blow off steam and try to 
relax. I was that wound up about it. 
How did the Suzuki deal come togeth- 
er? 

I think that they had a lot of money in 
hopes of retaining Scott Russell and that 
kind of dragged on. I had a couple of 
options here in the States for ’97. I think 
Russell opted for the Yamaha deal, and 
it left Suzuki with a fat wallet and not 
many riders available. We got hooked 
up and that’s how the deal came down. 
It was pretty late in the season. I guess I 





















can say 
it now: I 
was real 
close with 
Honda again 
and I really 
think we both real- 
ly wanted to hook up 
and pick back up where 
we had left off, and I was really 
hoping that we could get that together. 
And then Suzuki came to the table with 
so much money that I called up Martin 
Adams and I told him exactly what the 
deal was - no bullshit, this is how it is. 
And he told me that if he was my busi- 
ness manager, he'd tell me to sign the 
deal, too. And that’s exactly the deal. 
You’re still on good enough terms that 
you could go back? You didn’t leave 
Honda on bad terms? 
I don’t think so. It was one of those 
things where what I was offered at the 
world level, here in the States they just 
couldn’t compete with those kind of 
terms. The base salary was a multi-year 
deal. But the base salary was so big and 
it had promises of 500cc GP with 
Inzinger. All of those incentives and the 
money, it was one of those things where 
it was almost like it was hard for the 
U.S. to deal on that level. But now it’s 
changing. The U.S. market is able to 
bear it, and a lot of the teams are step- 
ping up here. 
Do you think you’ve ever priced your- 
self out of a ride by asking too much? 
The only time that I think I might have 
asked too much was - the only time I 
would’ve asked for what somebody 
would have thought was too much - is if 
I had been offered that by someone else 
that was a capable rider. I’ve never just 
said, “I’m offered this, let’s double it 
and add 10 percent.” I’ve never done 
that, and in all my negotiations I’ve 
always been straightforward, and I 
don’t want somebody to come back and 
say, “Oh, he’s a liar or a cheat.” I’ve 
never dealt with anyone that way. 
Because there have been rumors that 
you asked for a whole lot of money 
from Honda. 
I read that, too, and it just pissed me off 














because it’s just untrue. It was unfound- 
ed and it’s untrue. 
For 97, when you got on the Suzuki, 
what was your first impression? 
That I was glad to be back on a four- 
cylinder. It’s quite a bit different from 
the Ducati. The day I rode it, it was half 
a day in Japan with off-and-on rain and 
mist, and it was freezing cold on their 
test track, which is pretty rough, and a 
lot of trees. So (Jamie) Whitham and I 
were there, just to kind of get on the 
bike and familiarize ourselves with it. 
But my initial impressions were good. 
Then we started a testing program, and 
the thing’s backing into the corners and 
you're sideways through it and you’re 
sideways coming out and you're two 
seconds off and you feel that you should 
be setting lap records. That’s when 
Whitham and I realized that we had 
work to do. 
What was the problem? 
Well, initially, it would get sideways, 
like get it to the locks on the brakes - that 
sideways. And it would just carry 
straight; you couldn’t turn it into a cor- 
ner. For the stuff that they’ve got, they 
worked hard. Trying to get the bike to 
turn and hook up coming out, the first 
of the year, those bikes had really bad 
wheelspin problems on the exit. I’d say 
that, pretty early on, we started getting 
rear-tire traction a lot better, but the 
biggest thing was just getting it turned 
through the corners - getting it set on 
the brakes and set so that you could 
’ flick it into the corners and then hold 
the line through the corners. 
Did you ever get it fixed? 
No. I think we’d make slow but steady 
progress in that direction, but not quick 
enough. 
What would you have needed - link- 
ages, shocks, swingarm? 
I don’t know. I wish I knew. But, yeah, it 
would be something in that area. But 
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they're sending their data to Japan. The 
Australian team on Dunlops, their 
data’s to Japan. Plus Japan. We're all 
trying to develop the same bike. 

Aside from the tire problems, what 
most affected your results? 

DNFs - that’s what hurt us the most this 
year. Like nine of 24 races - you're not 
going to get anywhere in the champi- 
onship doing that. We had everything 
from a flat tire to engines blowing up at 
Hockenheim. I fell off in that oil in the 
rain in Australia. It was just stuff like 
that. 

How do you keep your confidence up? 
Getting out in practice and mixing it up. 
I'd hook up with Russell or (John) 
Kocinski or, every now and then on a 
weekend, I’d go out and Id be racing 
with Russell before the bike broke. On a 
weekend I'd get hooked up with some 
guys, and I know I can still run with 
them. And then at the 500 test at the end 
of this year I proved a lot to myself. A 
lot of the guys who started to doubt me 
said, “Maybe he can.” 

You rode at Phillip Island? 

I rode (Anthony) Gobert’s 500. 

This was something that was in your 
contract? 

Yeah, it was in the contract. Actually, 
we were supposed to do it earlier in the 
year. It was the way that our season was 
going in superbike: If we had any spare 
time, we were developing and testing 
on it. So it came down to the end of the 
year, and they were racing in Australia, 
and (Nobuatsu) Aoki stayed on to test 
and a couple of other riders. I was 
already over in that hemisphere, so I 
flew down after Japan and I rode for a 
day and a half. I got to Australia at 5 
a.m. Tuesday and I got to ride the last 
two hours Tuesday and then most of 
Wednesday. 

What was your impression?. 
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loved it. After riding what I rode all 
year, that bike handled. It handled 
good. I could steer it with the throttle, 
and with a race bike, that’s what I need. 
It was fun. You hear all the talk about it 
- I actually expected more out of the 500. 
I figured it would be a lot harder to ride. 
It was like natural. For me, it was easy. 
The end of the first day, I rode it for two 
hours. I was right in there timewise with 
the other guys. It was just something 
that came easy to me. 
What were the final times? 
I went 34.3 and I don’t know about the 
other guys. Aoki, (Peter) Goddard, Fuji- 
wara - that was it. Mick’s (Doohan) 
track record in the race was 33.9 and my 
time would’ve qualified for the front 
row. And that was on race tires. I did it 
my best lap at the end of the day. They 
needed to borrow the shock off of my 
bike, and I didn’t get it back until (there 
were only) 10 minutes left, and by then I 
knew I could go quicker and I wanted 
to. I’d just come in and tell them to fill it 
up with gas and go back out. I was hav- 
ing so much fun. 
Had you already decided what you 
were going to do the next year when 
you did that test? 
No, but I was speaking with Ducati 
here. There were some talks in Europe 
with some of the other teams that had 
factory backing. There were some guys 
trying to do a lot. There were some pri- 
vateer teams that could get factory 
bikes. After the 500 test, we were speak- 
ing to Garry Taylor every day and he 
was working really hard to put some- 
thing together - and with Lucky Strike 
pulling out. Suzuki, they work hard for 
the size that they are, and a three-rider 
500 team is a huge undertaking when 
you're underwriting the whole team. 
There were some negotiations going on 
there for some money, and I don’t think 
they came together. Garry 
: Taylor said we need 
: to keep in 
touch, 





but we're not going to be able to do it 
this year. After the 500 deal didn’t hap- 
pen, there was still some talks with 
some privateer 500 teams, but my whole 
program and my focus went to getting 
back here in the States on a bike that’s 
capable of winning - winning the cham- 
pionship, and re-establishing myself, 
and winning again. Because that’s all I 
care about, is winning - that’s it. 
And you think the Ferracci team can do 
it? 
I know that Mat (Mladin) won a bunch 
of races on it last year. I’ve done 50s 
down here (during the NASB races in 
November) and I know how hard I was 
pushing it. I like working with Ferracci. 
He's pretty easy. It’s what I need. Where 
I’ve been the last two years, I think it’s 
going to be a good relationship working 
with Eraldo. He listens to his riders and 
he understands what I’m saying because 
he’s been a rider. I’m looking forward to 
this test because that bike wasn’t perfect 
when I got on it for those races. 
Ferracci also said he’s going to do more 
testing this year than he did last year? 
We are. In January, we're going to test a 
few times. Before I signed this deal, I 
talked with Michelin in Europe, and I 
hadn’t been here in a couple of years, so 
I didn’t know what the level of support 
would be. And-with Ferracci being the 
main U.S. factory, Michelin is pretty 
keen. I’m pretty certain that we're going 
to get the tires. I’ve ridden the Michelins 
the last two years so I have an idea of 
what tires are out there. Let’s hope we 
get a good one sorted out for March this 
year. 
Do you think the AMA championship 
is going to be more competitive than 
World Superbike? 
This series is definitely more competi- 
tive than it was the last time I was here - 
I mean with (Anthony) Gobert. We all 
know who the fast guys are, and there 
are a lot of us. It’s good for the AMA 
and it’s good for superbike racing in the 
States. I think it’s just going to raise the 
level of the U.S. Superbike Champi- 
onship - internationally. I know it will. 
It'll help bring it up. We'll get more 
publicity and just more attention. 
Are there any tracks that favor 
the Ducati? 
Well, there are a few tracks 
that I haven’t ridden, like 
Pikes Peak and Vegas. 
But I think the Ducatis 
go good at Loudon, 
Phoenix - like the 
tight tracks. I 
remember ‘94, 
when I first did 
the whole cham- 
pionship watch- 
ing (Troy) Corser 
- anything like 
those smaller 
tracks he did 
really good. I 
think that proba- 
bly it’s good 
enough to run 
them both. 
Is it a lot better than 
the one you rode two 
years ago? 
The bike would turn here 
when we were here in 
October. That was the thing I 
noticed. Take the International 
Horseshoe, for instance. With that 
‘96 model when I first came here, I 
couldn’t get it to turn through there. 
With the ‘95 model, I could smoke 
through there. The bike that I rode here 
in October was in between. It didn’t 
turn as well as the “95, but it turned bet- 
ter than the ’96.

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PERRIS, CA, JAN. 3 
ou wouldn’t think that a rider 
racing in his first appearance 
since seriously injuring his back 
would come out and beat most 
of the world’s best supercross riders, but 
that’s exactly what French sensation 
Sebastien Tortelli did by claiming the 
hard-fought win in the 250cc Pro class at 
the ninth annual GFI $10,000 Invitation- 
al Supercross at Perris Raceway. The 
1996 FIM 125cc World Champion, who 
had broken his back midway through 
the 97 season during his assault on the 
250cc World Championship, came out 
on top of a three-way battle between 
himself, Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig and 
Honda of Troy’s Mike Brown. 
While Tortelli’s win was uncertain 
until the last corner, his fellow Kawasa- 
ki rider, Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 





Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael, styled his 
way to the 125cc Pro-class win over Pri- 
mal Impulse/Bill’s Pipes/Suzuki Rac- 
ing-backed Robbie Reynard and YZ- 
mounted Greg Schnell. 

The cold and rainy weather were in 
contrast to the dry and somewhat sunny 
conditions that can usually be found at 
this annual event, but this didn’t damp- 
en the spirits of the large contingent of 
Perris’ “Hill People,” the 49 125cc Pros 
or the 37 250cc Pros who came out to do 
battle at the Mazda/Goat/GFI Eye- 
wear/Circle K/76-sponsored 1998 rac- 
ing season opener. 

Honda of Troy’s Casey Lytle led the 
huge field through the sweeping left- 
hand first turn as the 125cc Pros were let 
loose. Brock Sellards, Shaun Perolio, 
Bader Manneh, Nathan Ramsey and 
current 125cc National Champion 
Carmichael all trailed Lytle as the pack 
funneled its way through the first few 
tight turns. Lytle put a couple of sec- 
onds on Sellards as Carmichael quickly 
got around Perolio, Manneh and Ram- 
sey. 

Carmichael pushed Sellards back to 
third and spent a lap following Lytle 
before using an inside line to move into 
the lead. Carmichael built a slight lead 












on Lytle, while 

Lytle kept out of the range of Sellards in 
third. Jeff “Chicken” Matiasevich and 
FMF Honda rider Scott Sheak were 
climbing toward the front after being 
buried in the pack and were up to fifth 
and sixth, respectively, behind Ramsey. 

Lytle was being caught from behind 
by Sellards as Carmichael continued to 
slowly pull away. Sheak was all the way 
up to fourth, with Suzuki-mounted 
Rusty Holland and Lytle’s teammate, 
Stephane Roncada, trying to make their 
way toward the front. With the white 
flag out signaling the last lap before a 
five-minute rest period in the middle of 
the race, Carmichael pulled off a big 
can-can off a large infield double to cele- 
brate picking up a $500 bonus for lead- 
ing the race at the halfway point. 

It was a five-rider dash for the run- 
ner-up position between Lytle, Sellards, 
Ramsey, Roncada and Reynard, who 
was doing his best after a poor start. 
Lytle came out on top by the slimmest 
of margins. 

In what has become a trademark of 
thé GFI Invitational races, both the 125cc* 
and 250cc races are stopped at the mid- 
way point for a five-minute break. The 
riders are then lined up side by side in 
the order of which they received the 
checkered flag in the first half - the idea 
being to allow the mechanics to make 
any last-minute adjustments to the 
bikes, and also to bunch the riders back 
up together in an effort to provide closer 
racing for the spectators. 

When the riders hit the track for the 
second half, it was Carmichael assuming 
the lead from his pole position. 
Carmichael quickly put four seconds on 
Lytle, who had his hands full with Ram- 
sey, Sellards and Reynard. Reynard was 
on the move, passing both Ramsey and 
Sellards within a lap and zeroing in on 
Lytle. Reynard slipped past Lytle in a 
tight turn and set out after Carmichael, 
who held a seven-second advantage at 
this point. 

Lytle’s run at the front seemed to be 
going in the wrong direction as Sellards, 
Michael Brandes and Schnell, who were 
working up from bad starts, got around 
him. 

“At the restart, everything got 
bunched up and Reynard passed me on 
a line I wasn’t using, so I tried to change 
my line to hopefully match his speed 
and I got passed by someone else who 
was using my old line, and I just started 
making mistakes from then on,” said 
Lytle, who eventually faded to eighth. 
“When I was out there with Carmichael, 
I was comfortable and had a good pace 
going, but the stop kind of screwed me 
up a little bit.” 

Carmichael would see the checkers 
first, but not without Reynard coming 
on strong in the final few laps and cut- 
ting his lead in half. 

“I got a pretty decent start and was 
able to get by the leaders quick and 
pulled a little lead,” Carmichael said, 
“and then we got pulled over at the 
halfway, and I pulled another lead and 
Robbie (Reynard) was catching me. I 
think he was taking a better line than 
me over by the finish line, but oh well - 
I'm happy to win. 

“Ya know, last year wasn’t too good, 











and I’m glad I could start off the season 
with a win,” Carmichael continued. “I 
had to dig down deep in the last couple 
of laps after I'd seen what line he (Rey- 
nard) was taking. I wish I would have 
taken that line, because I wouldn’t have 
had to work so hard, but that’s racing, 
and he was looking for the better lines 
and I wasn’t. Lucky I won. I’m looking 
forward to the East Coast Supercrosses.” 

Reynard greeted the checkers in sec- 
ond for a successful debut of his Suzuki 
ride for 1998. 

“I started on the far outside and just 
didn’t get a good start,” Reynard said. “I 
. worked my way up so far in the first 
half of the race and then, in the second 
part, I started passing people and made 
it into second place and I had a little gap 
to Ricky and pulled it in but I didn’t 
have enough time to catch all the way 
up. The lappers were a little bit of a 
problem; they were just kind of going 
every which way and you just had to be 
smart and pick your own line and go 
around them.” 

Schnell finished all by himself for a 
well-deserved third after starting off the 
day well out of the top 10 and never giv- 
ing up. 

“I got a terrible start and just starting 
picking off riders one at a time, lap after 
lap, and came out in third place,” 
Schnell explained from the podium. “I 
found some different lines during the 
second half of the race and they seemed 
to be better and it worked out pretty 
good.” 

Brandes brought his Stiffie-backed 
Suzuki in for fourth-place money, ahead 
of Sellards, Ramsey and Holland. Lytle 
held on for eighth, with Team Moto 
XXX riders Mike Metzger and Brian 
Deegan rounding out the top 10. 

When the gate dropped for the 250cc 
class, it was another Honda of Troy bike 
running out front; this time Brown was 
at the controls. Tortelli held down sec- 
ond, followed by Tim Ferry, who was 
making his Team Noleen Yamaha 
debut. 1997 250cc Supercross and 
National Champion Emig gated fourth, 
ahead of his Kawasaki teammate 
Damon Huffman and Honda of Troy’s 
Michael Craig. 

Within a lap, Brown had nearly a 
five-second cushion on Tortelli, who 
was being hounded by Emig after pass- 
ing Ferry. Tortelli broke away from 
Emig and started reeling in Brown. By 
lap three, Tortelli had caught Brown 
and started showing him his front fend- 
er in nearly every corner. Tortelli came 
up a little short on a double jump and 
cased it, allowing Brown a little breath- 
ing room, but Brown bobbled a few 
turns later, erasing any advantage he 
had gained. Emig then got back into the 
hunt, making it a three-rider battle for 
the top spot, as Craig made his way 








past Ferry to hold down 
fourth. 

Brown’s lead lasted 
until the sixth lap, when 
Tortelli finally made the 
pass. Emig tried to follow 
suit but was finding it hard 
to get around Brown. 
Tortelli held off Brown to 
collect the $1000 bonus for 
leading at the halfway 
point and earned the pole 
position for the restart after 
the five-minute break. 

It was Craig over Emig 
by a few inches for third, 
with Huffman, Ferry, Phil 
Lawrence, Yamaha YZ400F- 
mounted Doug Dubach and 
KTM’s Lance Smail trailing 
at the restart. 

Tortelli and Brown went 
at it right from the restart, 
with Brown stuffing his 
way under Tortelli in a tight 
right-hander to retake the 
lead. Tortelli stayed glued 
to Brown as Emig switched 
places with Craig for third. 
Huffman also passed Craig, 
but Craig wasn’t letting him 
get away. Ferry held down sixth over 
Dubach and Reynard, who was again 
working up from a bad start. 

While Tortelli was doing a double 
jump in front of the announcing tower, 
Emig was using a faster line that 
allowed him to make up time down the 
front straight. This allowed the two rid- 
ers to meet at the end of the straight, 
where Emig was able to pinch off 
Tortelli on the face of a tabletop jump 
and move into second. Tortelli retaliated 
a few turns later to regain the runner-up 
position, and a lap later Tortelli passed 
Brown for the lead. Emig used the same 
technique to set up Brown down the 
front straight to move into second place 
and continue after Tortelli. 

The last lap saw Tortelli and Emig 
slice their way through lappers, with 
Tortelli coming out on top by a few bike 
lengths for the win. 

“It was good for me. It was my first 
time racing since my injuries, so I’m 
very glad to win here,” Tortelli said 
while accepting his briefcase full of cash 
on the podium. “I’m doing the first 
seven Supercrosses here, then I go home 
to do Grand Prix because of my con- 
tract.” 

Emig got the biggest cheer from the 
crowd as he accepted his second-place 
trophy. 

“I was really trying to use my head 
out there and ride smart,” Emig said. 
“Every year at this race, I think every 
rider gets arm pump, and I had a little 
bit of arm pump, so I was trying to stay 
relaxed and mostly just have a good

time. When we had that five-minute 
break in the middle, my team manager 
came up and gave me some words of 
wisdom for races like this where you 
take a break. He said, ‘Don’t get hurt.’ 
I’m working up to my peak here for the 
first race (Supercross) of the season, 
doing a little more riding, a little more 
racing. I like to come out here to support 
Goat (Goat Breker promofes the GFI 
Invitational) and all of the local racers, 
and especially all of the local fans, 
because I really like being here.” 

Third went to Brown, who recently 
returned to the Honda of Troy team 
after a year of racing the 250cc Grand 
Prix circuit in Europe. 

“Last week (at the Glen Helen SX), I 
ran a good race,” Brown said. “This 
week, I got a good start and then my 
arms got a little tight and then I killed 
the motor over there in the corner and 
Tortelli got past me. I came back out the 
second time around and got a good start 
and got into the lead, and my arms got a 
little tight and I couldn’t hang on. I’ve 
been training hard, but I just can’t get 
over the arm pump. I can’t wait until 
next weekend (for the Supercross season 
opener in LA).” 

The fourth-place money went to 
Craig after his last-lap pass on Huff- 
man. Ferry finished all by himself in 
sixth, with Vet World Champion 
Dubach in seventh. Past GFI Invitation- 
al winner Phil Lawrence brought his 
Kawasaki of Mexico-backed KX250 
across for eighth, followed by Marco 
Colvaline and Smail. €N

SHEFFIELD, ENGLAND, JAN. 3 
oug Lampkin began the defense 
jof his Indoor Trials World 
Championship with a thrilling 
win over deposed king Marc 
Colomer when the 1998 series got under 
way at Sheffield in northern England, 
not far from the Lampkin family home. 
Consequently, the sellout crowd of 8000 
in the sports arena - home to the 
Sheffield Steelers ice hockey team - were 
Lampkin supporters to the last man, 
and although they weren’t hostile to 
Colomer, the Spaniard sure knew he 
wasn’t in Spain! 
Just six sections plus a high jump and 
two races had been set up in the stadi- 
um, the course masterminded by Lamp- 


kin’s dad, Martin, co-promoter of the 
event. Each section was brand-new, big 
and not for the faint-hearted. 

Sheffield ‘98 was a two-day affair, 
with two separate events. Friday 
evening’s was an International arena 
trial, with Saturday’s event being the 
World Championship round. The sec- 
tions on Friday were made easier to give 
the lesser riders a chance to make it 
through without hurting themselves. 
Friday’s lineup nonetheless had the 
stars in it, including British riders Lamp- 
kin, Steve Colley, Graham Jarvis, 
Spaniard Marc Colomer, Japanese ace 
Kenichi Kuroyama, Belgian Fred Cros- 
set and Finn Joachim Hindren. Hindren 
came in as a last-minute replacement for 
injured European champion Marc Catt- 
la.

Saturday’s all-star lineup was Lamp- 
kin, Colomer, Colley, Kuroyama, 
Takahisa Fujinami, Amos Bilbao and 
David Cobos. Also included was Jarvis, 
who qualified with a brilliant ride on 
Friday night. 5 

There was high excitement right 
from the start on Saturday as young 
Spaniard Cobos made a dramatic 
entrance, riding a huge nose-wheelie 
across the stage. He failed, however, to 
get the back end down and crashed big- 
time, falling off the edge of the stage 
nose-first onto the arena floor, lucky to 
escape without serious injury. 

Jarvis was the first to ride the sec- 
tions, and the Scorpa rider almost made 
the sections look too easy. A single dab 
on the mighty stack of railroad ties was 
followed by three on the tree trunks. He 
then cleaned the concrete pipes confi- 
dently, made it over the difficult fourth 
section for a one, and cleaned the fifth 
section, which was comprised of a 
Caterpillar dump truck and what is 
claimed to be the tallest tire in the 
world, a Michelin from a giant earth- 
mover. Only a maximum on the newly 
constructed waterfall spoiled a round 
that made the sections look easy. Jarvis’ 
lap of 10 was a good target. 

This was deceptive, though, as the 
following riders proved straight away. 
Cobos, apparently recovered from his 
overdramatic entrance, fived the open- 
ing two hazards, cleaned the third to a 
tremendous roar of applause, and even- 
tually finished on 17. Kuroyama was out 
next and proved very disappointing. He 
never really came to grips with any of 
the sections, and it looked as though he 
would never qualify for the final. 

Fujinami, on the HRC-badged Mon- 
tesa, also revealed a lack of match prac- 
tice and a lack of indoor experience, and 
qualifying also looked beyond his abili- 
ty. It certainly was when he took the 
wrong route and, as the crowd gasped, 
went straight over the monster tire the 
wrong way and dropped 13 feet verti- 
cally. Fujinami collapsed over the han- 
dlebars, hurting his chest and head- 
butting the front wheel. The 


rear-suspension linkage on the Montesa 
just exploded and “FujiGas” was out. 
“Fuji needs a map! What the hell was 
he doing?” said Lampkin in disbelief 
after watching the crash. 
Bilbao, once the darling of the 
crowds, was quite simply a big disap-

pointment. End of 
story. 

So it was down to 
the big three. The 
crowd greeted Colley - 
“Mr. Showman” - with 
a huge cheer, and the 
Manx ace looked like 
he meant business as 
he eased through the 
first four sections for 
just five marks. Then 
he made a typical Col- 
ley mistake by missing 
a marker flag on the 
“easy” fifth section; 
this so nearly cost him 
a place in the final. 

Only a brilliant dab 
on the waterfall saved 
the day. Even then, 
Colley did his best to put himself out 
with an inexplicable, crazy crash on the 
final race section when he just threw the 
Gas Gas off a metal cage and its rear 
wheel exploded on landing. As a result, 
he forfeited an additional five marks. 
“My brain went,” Colley said. “I was so 
pumped, I just couldn’t control myself. 
What do you want me to say?” 

On to the big two. Between them, 
Colomer and Lampkin have dominated 
the world scene for the last two years 
and the contest shows no sign of easing. 

Colomer came out and was immedi- 
ately in trouble with a big loop-out on 
the opening section. And when he made 
a big mistake on the following tree sec- 
tion, an upset was in the cards. But 
Colomer pulled himself together bril- 
liantly to drop just one mark, and his 
ride was crowned with the first-ever 
clean of the new waterfall. He was 
rewarded with a huge roar of applause. 

Lampkin came next, and it looked 
like déja vu as he, too, messed up the 
first section completely, screaming at his 
minder, cousin James Lampkin, to “Get 
off!” as James made a grab for the bike 
as Doug attempted to rescue the impos- 
sible. But Lampkin made a tremendous 
recovery, dropping just one mark on the 
following hazard before the crowd 
swept him through the remaining four 
sections clean on a solid wall of noise. 

So the final lineup was a reprieved 
Colley, Jarvis - whose earlier ride had 
actually been much better than had ini- 
tially been thought - and Colomer and 
Lampkin.

Colley never got his act together and 
finished a very disappointing fourth. 
Jarvis was very confident and fully 
deserved his eventual third place, but 
the real action was for first, and neither 
of the riders in contention disappointed. 
Colomer lost just’one on the opening 
section. Lampkin fived it again. 

To have Lampkin five down at the 
start was the British crowd’s worst 
nightmare, but they got right behind

Marc Colomer was the only rider on a full 
works '98 factory bike. His Montesa bristled 
with neat factory. mods such as a carbon-fiber 
airbox, trick rear brake, super-trick forks and 
many other one-off pieces. The engine output 
appears to have been softened slightly in 
readiness for the new “nonstop” World Cham- 
pionship rule change. 


The Sheffield indoor trial featured what. proved 
to be a rough loop for most riders, as was 
evidenced by the many crashes over the 
weekend. The high jump caused particular diffi- 
culty on Friday, with Marc Colomer ‘suffering 
from a crash landing on his back wheel, as did 

































him and roared him through the next 
two sections clean, while Colomer stut- 
tered and dabbed each of them. Then, 
just like last year, the Spaniard failed to 
conquer on the sheer steps; Lampkin 
cleaned and was back in front. As the 
crowd yelled its delight, Martin Lamp- 
kin punched the air and cried, “This is 
what they’ve come to see!” And he was 
absolutely right. 

With both riders now on peak form, 
they cracked the waterfall with brilliant 
rides, and then both soared over the 
high jump. Lampkin had a three-point 
lead and only the two races to come. All 
he had to do was finish them and, even 
if Colomer won them both, Lampkin 
was still going to win. Colomer did win 
both races, but Lampkin fought it every 
inch of the way. As they landed from 
the final jump off the huge quarter pipe, 
Colomer edged it by the thickness of the 
front tire, but Lampkin nonetheless took 
the overall win to draw first blood in the 
Indoor World Championship. cN

GAINESVILLE, FL, JAN. 3-4 
Sy uzuki riders Tony Lorusso and 
Ron Tichenor were the big Pro- 
j class winners at the second 
round of the Worldsports Florida 
Winter AMA MX Series at Gatorback 
Cycle Park. Lorusso scored a close win 
in the 125cc class, while Tichenor, who 
swept last week’s opener, romped to the 
250ce-class win. 

Even though the first two rounds 
were held at the same track, things were 
very much different, as the challenging 
track was run in reverse. “It (the track) 
was very fast, and passing was more 
difficult than the usual course,” 
Tichenor said. 

Another large turnout was on hand, 
as approximately 600 riders 
from 22 states and seven 
countries enjoyed not only 
the racing, but the warm, 
sunny Florida sunshine. 

Starting things off in the 
125cc Pro class was Bran- 
don Jesseman, who led the 
pack into the first turn and 
was closely followed by 
David Kratz, Jason Thomas, 
Ernesto Fonseca, Lorusso 
and Paul Currie. Last 
week’s winner, Tichenor, 
was mired back in the pack 
but was quickly making 
headway. 

Jesseman ended up lead- 
ing the whole race, while 
Tichenor concentrated on 
working his way up 
through the pack as fast as 
he could, but it wasn’t fast 
enough. 

On the white-flag lap, 
Tichenor passed Keith 
Johnson for third and made 
desperate attempts to pass 
second-placed Lorusso, but 
came up short. 

“Tichenor got alongside 
me several times, but I held 
my line,” Lorusso said. “We 
jumped to the finish line side by side 
and I only beat him by a fender.” 

“I got a real bad start and then just 
had a hard time getting going,” 
Tichenor said of his race. “I tried to 
catch Lorusso at the flag to stay in there 
for the overall.” 

Jesseman was thrilled with his win, 
especially in light of the fact that he’s 
coming off an ankle injury and hadn’t 
had much chance to train. 

“I got real tired at the end of the 
race,” Jesseman said. “Kratz closed up 
on me.” 

In the second moto, Lorusso jumped 
out to the early lead, ahead of Jesseman 
and Kratz; Tichenor was around 10th. 

On lap four, Jesseman passed Lorus- 
so for the lead but would only last a 
couple of laps before Lorusso got him 
back. 

“My arms pumped and Jesseman got 
by me,” Lorusso said. “I tried to relax 
after that, caught my wind, and two laps 
later passed him back.” 

As the race wore on, Tichenor moved 
up to third and started to challenge 
Jesseman for second. Tichenor eventual- 














ly got his way and started to reel in the 


leader, Lorusso, but time simply ran out 
and Lorusso hung on for the win and 
overall. 

In the first 250cc Pro moto, Chad 
Shepard, Cory Keeney and Fonseca bat- 
tled for the lead early on and, at the end 
of lap one, it was Keeney heading the 
pack, followed by Fonseca, Shepard, 
Paul Currie and Johnson. Tichenor was 
on the move in eighth place. 

At the halfway point, Keeney held a 
10-second advantage over the rapidly 
closing Tichenor. Tichenor whittled 
Keeney’s lead down to four seconds, 
and then to about a bike length. Before 
long, Tichenor had the lead and was 
pulling away. 

“I knew Tichenor was coming and 
knew that he would catch me,” Keeney 


said. “He got close and I helped him out 
by blowing out a berm in the back.” 

Tichenor said, “I didn’t get a great 
start, but Barry Kern (Tichenor’s tuner) 
gave me the time intervals and I knew 
that I could get to the front. I took my 
time and saved some energy for the 
end.” 

Keeney again rocketed into the early 
lead in the second moto, but Tichenor 
got a better start this time and was right 
on his rear fender. By the fourth lap, 
Tichenor had control and that was that, 
as Tichenor rode on to another victory. 

Keeney, meanwhile, had Johnson 
and Canadian Jean-Sebastian Roy to 
worry about. Keeney eventually ran out 
of steam and both Johnson and Roy got 
by, making the final finishing order 
Tichenor, Johnson, Roy and Keeney. 

“The track was rougher in the second 
moto and I got tired early,” Keeney 
admitted. “When Johnson and Roy 
caught up to me, there was not much I 
could do to hold them.”

oots, rocks, mud bogs, tight woods 

and plenty of slick trails seem like 

the ingredients for an enduro, 
right? Too bad these were the conditions 
at the SETRA/SERA Odenville Hare 
Scrambles, where Team Green’s Ashley 
Brewer rode his KX250 to the overall 
victory. 

The MSR-sponsored Brewer finished 
ahead of KTM’s Allen Gravitt, but his 
win came with a little controversy. It 
seems that as the mud bogs got worse, 
the club rerouted riders around them. 
Well, Brewer got rerouted and Gravitt 
didn’t, and that gave Brewer a few min- 
utes of breathing room that Gravitt just 
wasn’t able to make up. The two riders 
have been battling all season and are 
just a few seconds off each other at 
every race. Brewer had the lead through 
most off the race, and no one knows 
how Gravitt would have finished had he 
been rerouted. 

“I had a good race,” Brewer said 
about his winning performance. “I felt I 
rode hard and didn’t make too many 
mistakes. I’m sorry Allen didn’t get the 
reroute through that bad mud bog. I 
really didn’t know that he didn’t until 
the end of the race.” 

Allen Nichols finished third overall, 
just a few minutes behind Gravitt. 

The race was dual-sanctioned by 
SETRA and SERA, and sponsored by 
the Birmingham Trials and Trails Asso- 
ciation. The course was on the shorter 
side, not quite five miles, and tight by 
hare scrambles standards. The race 
started on what looked to be an old 
motocross track. After a short distance 
on the track, the course headed straight 
for the woods. The AA riders started 
with the 250cc and Open riders, so they 
had quite a few racers to battle with. 
The course wound through tight, slick 
trails and crossed a small stream several 
times. The first lap wasn’t that bad at 
the stream crossings, but each lap 
caused the creek banks to get worse and 
worse. Bikes were stuck everywhere, 
and many riders just had to sit back and 
watch the race as their bikes were 
buried in the mud. The particular bog 
that was eventually rerouted had gotten 
very bad by the fourth lap and was 
almost impassable. 

Another area of the course which 
became bad as the race progressed start- 
ed as a small creek crossing followed by 
a muddy area maybe 50 feet long. Lap 
after lap, the area got worse until it was 
a huge, bike-swallowing bog with deep 
ruts that snagged riders. Alternate lines 
were scarce, as there was a barbed-wire 
fence on the left and dense underbrush 
on the right. Eventually, stuck bikes 
became obstacles as common as the 
mud. By the end of the race, the hardiest 
of the riders had carved a path through 
the dense brush. 

On the dead-engine start, Gravitt got 
the holeshot, followed by Brewer and 
the rest of the pack. A few of the other 
AA riders made their way through the 
group as they headed into the woods. 
The trail was tight, and Brewer man- 
aged to get around Gravitt early on.

Peery’s-sponsored Brewer had his 
Kawasaki railing, with Gravitt and his 
KTM 200 right on his tail. The first lap 
was slick, but all the major mudholes 
weren't a problem - yet. Brewer came 
through the scoring barrels on the first 
lap still holding the lead, with Gravitt 
and Suzuki-mounted Steve Saunders 
trailing. 

By lap two, the course was starting to 
change, and many of the lower-class rid- 
ers found themselves stuck in bogs that 
were begining to get worse. Brewer was 
still leading the race, and he finished lap 


two ahead of Gravitt by seven seconds. . 


Somewhere in the woods, Honda- 
mounted Rod Stuckey got around 
Gravitt and Saunders to come into the 
barrels three seconds off Brewer's pace. 
Saunders had difficulty with the slick 
trails and dropped out of the race. 

Brewer still had control of the race on 
lap three, but Gravitt got back around 
Stuckey to take second when the latter 
had problems at one of the mud bogs. 
Gravitt made up a few more seconds 
and came into the scoring area five sec- 
onds behind Brewer. The third spot 
changed hands again, and this time it 
was Team Green’s Tommy Veator hold- 
ing the position on a KDX200. Nichols 
was hot on his tail in fourth, just a sec- 
ond off Veator’s pace. 

The trail was starting to deteriorate 
and the bogs were begining to fill up 
with riders by now. It was a feat for 
some just to make a lap. Brewer came 
through the barrels with just a one-sec- 
ond lead on Gravitt, who seemed ready 
to pounce on the leader. Nichols got 








around Veator for the third position, 
and the two riders came through the 
barrels just two seconds apart. 

By lap five, the course had become a 
nightmare in spots, and club members 
had to reroute a few areas. In one of 
these sections, Brewer got a reroute and 
Gravitt did not, which put about two 
minutes between the leaders. 

By the end of lap five, the only AA 
riders left on the course were Brewer, 
Gravitt, Nichols and Veator, in that 
order. The course had made victims of 
the rest. Laps six, seven and eight were 
fairly uneventful, although Gravitt was 
able to make up some time on Brewer 
by the checkers. It wasn’t enough, 
though, and Brewer took the win, with 
Gravitt, Nichols and Veator filling out 
the top four overall. 

“I rode good today,” a disappointed 
Gravitt said. “Ashley and I changed 
places a few times, but I went through 
that bad mudbog every lap for eight 
laps. I never got a reroute around it. I 












































wish I had - maybe things would have 
been different.” eN

Gravitt in 
the grime

other Nature hasn’t been too 
M good to SETRA’s Hare Scrambles 

riders this season. Rain has 
poured prior to the past three races, 
turning each of the events into mud- 
fests. Well, the Little Brown Jug Hare 
Scrambles was no exception: Rain prior 
to the event turned the red clay that 
makes up a good portion of the course 
into thick, slimy goo. Most riders found 
it difficult just to make a lap, but overall 
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winner Allen Gravitt’ s KTM travee 
the course as if it were dry and afforded 
perfect traction. Gravitt claimed the 
overall win two minutes ahead of the 
runner-up, Team Green’s Ashley Brew- 
er. 

With Franklin Ramey out of action, 
the series has been a Gravitt/Brewer 
battle for the points lead. Well, some- 
body forgot to tell Honda-mounted 
Rod Stuckey that. Stuckey rode hard 
and maintained the runner-up position 
for most of the race before succumbing 
to the ever-charging Brewer. Stuckey 
turned in his best finish to date, a third 
overall. 

The Greenville Enduro Riders spon- 
sored the event and designed a course 
that was fast with a few technical spots, 
some tricky off-cambers and even a hill 
or two to climb. After the rains, the fun 
course turned into a quagmire that 
made the race a quest for survival for 
some. After the C-class race at 11 a.m., 
huge ruts began to form, and line selec- 
tion became very important. The AA, A 
and B classes raced at 1 p.m., when brief 
showers before the race bumped up the 
humidity, making goggles useless after 
about the first 100 yards of the race. 

When the flag dropped for the dead- 
engine start, Stuckey got the holeshot, 
followed by Steve Saunders and Tommy 
Veator. Gravitt, Brewer and Grizzle 
didn’t fare as well. It took Gravitt sever- 
al kicks to bring the 200 to life, and by 
then he was chasing everyone. Saunders 
got stuck so bad during the first lap that 
he was forced to retire. Gravitt made his 
presence known quickly and passed 
Stuckey for the lead while Brewer was 
still fighting. his way through the pack. 
As they came into the scoring barrels to 
finish lap one, Gravitt was in the lead 
with a 22:32 lap, Stuckey was close 
behind with a 22:47, and Husaberg- 
mounted Grizzle came through the bar- 
rels in third with a 23:15. Brewer was 
having his share of troubles as he came 
inat 23:27. 

Lap two saw Gravitt start to pull 
away. 

“I was riding good,” Gravitt said. “I 
think my tire choice really helped me 
today. I ran a Bridgestone M25 front and 
a M40 rear for a 250, which is a little 
wider and helped in the ruts.” 

Grizzle was on his new electric-start 
Husaberg 501 and had made some car- 
buretion adjustments on the bike with- 
out riding it before the race. The bike 
was sputtering and didn’t sound good, 
and he had to drop off the pace. When 
they came into the barrels at the end of 
lap two, Gravitt had put a one-minute 
lead on Stuckey. Brewer was in third 
and closing the gap, now 22 seconds 
behind Stuckey. Grizzle held fourth, 
nursing the big four-stroke around the 
track two minutes later. 

Gravitt still maintained a 1:30 lead on 
Stuckey on lap three, while the course 
was getting rutted out badly and riders 
were struggling to make it around the 
course. Stuckey was riding well in sec- 
ond and Brewer was making up time 
trying to catch the two front-runners. He 
came into the scoring area almost a 
minute behind Stuckey. Tommy Veator 
had been having an okay day but ran 
into some problems and didn’t finish 
the fourth lap. 

The scoring crew saw lots of action 
on lap five when Brewer tried to make a 
last-second pass on Stuckey, and the 
two riders went down right at the scor- 
ing barrels. 

“I thought it was the last lap,” Brew- 
er said. “I got a little overzealous when 
we came to the barrels and went to the 
inside. We tangled and both went down.

I was just trying to make a pass. I didn’t 
mean for Rod (Stuckey) to crash.” 

Both riders got up, with Brewer lead- 
ing by a few seconds. Grizzle was still 
hanging on in fourth. 

Gravitt was way out front and took 
the win by more than two minutes, but 
the last lap was close to a repeat of the 
prior one, as Stuckey and Brewer tan- 
gled again. Stuckey had passed Brewer 
somewhere during the final lap, but 
Brewer stayed right on him. As they 
approached the final grass track before 
the scoring tent, Brewer made a pass 
and both riders hit the dirt once again. 
Brewer was able to get up first and cross 
the finish line for second overall. Stuck- 
ey finished eight seconds behind in 
third. 

“When Rod (Stuckey) got around me, 
I knew I had to stay with him and try 
and get around him,” said Brewer, 
again. “I knew we were getting close to 
the finish. I tried to pass and we got tan- 
gled up. I got up first and, luckily, my 
bike never cut off. Rod rode a good race. 
I’m sorry we got tangled up those two 
times.”

Evans, 
Holland 
rule

yler Evans dominated the 250cc Pro 
T:s and Rusty Holland did the 

same in the 125cc Pro class, as the 
duo proved to be too fast for the compe- 
tition at the opening round of the GFI 
California Winter MX Series. With the 
track prepped by AMP, the Oatfield 
Raceway had never looked better, as 
more than 400 riders took to the loamy 
soil in the first of five northern series 
races. 

The 125cc Pro class race started off 
with Suzuki/FMF/Smith-backed Evans 
taking an early lead. Holland, with a 
midpack start, wasted no time in dis- 
secting the 19-rider field and slowly 
began reeling in Evans. However, Hol- 
land had to get past the likes of Scott 
Davis, Nathan Woods and Brett Racine, 
who were also on a mission to hunt 
down Evans. With a single 20-minute- 
plus-two-lap format in place, condition- 








ing played a big factor as the laps wore 
on, and Holland, backed by Clawson 
Motorsports, soon displaced those in 
front of him and set his sights on Evans. 

At about the halfway point, Evans 
pushed his Suzuki a little too hard and 
went down. 

“I went into the turn after the uphill 
double a little too fast and pushed the 
front end,” Evans said. 

Holland took advantage of the 
opportunity and took the lead, while 
Evans was able to get up in time to hold 
on to second. Meanwhile, a fierce battle 
developed for third between Rick Ryan, 
Woods and Kawasaki pilot Racine. 
Woods would succumb to the pressure 
by going down just before the whoop 
section, leaving Ryan and Racine to 
duke it out. 

The duo continued to mirror each 
other turn for turn and, with a few min- 





utes left in the moto, Racine made a fly- 
ing pass over the finish-line jump. How- 
ever, he couldn’t make the pass stick as 
Ryan made a gutsy repass on the out- 
side of a tricky turn section. Racine 
failed to counter and, in the closing laps, 
the battle for third ended up in Ryan’s 
favor. 

As the checkered flag fell, it was Hol- 
land putting in a flawless ride for the 
victory, followed by Evans. Ryan would 
take third, followed closely by Racine 
and a hard-charging Aaron Cheselske. 

“I got a pretty bad start - around 
eighth, I guess” an exhausted Holland 
said. “Tyler got an early lead, but I felt 
good the whole race, and think I was 
faster through the ruts”. 

With the same single-moto format in 
place for the 250cc Pro-class race, Hol- 
land jumped out to an early lead and 
appeared to have planned on an easy 
victory. Evans, however, had different 
plans, as he quickly passed Dean Mat- 
son in the first lap to move into third, 
but found Suzuki-mounted Ryan a little 
tougher to pass. Evans followed Ryan 
for about four or five laps, seemingly 
unable to gain ground on him. Howev- 
er, Ryan made a costly bobble and 
Evans took advantage to temporarily 
secure second place. As Holland contin- 
ued to maintain the lead, Racine and Jeff 
Pestana moved up in the field to dis- 
place Matson for fourth and fifth, 
respectively. With about five minutes 
left in the moto, it appeared Holland 
was on his way to another victory - until | 
he went down on a rutted right-hand 


corner. By the time he restarted his bike, 
Evans had already zipped by to take the 
lead. However, Holland never gave up 
and he tried to hunt Evans down. He 
was slowly gaining ground until anoth- 
er bobble dashed his hopes. With time 
running out, Holland started riding con- 
servatively and appeared content with 
second. Behind Holland, Ryan had a 
secure hold on third, as did Pestana on 
fourth. However, Racine was, once 
again, caught up in a battle, this time 
with Matson for fifth. 

The duo swapped positions several 
times throughout the moto, with neither 
rider giving up. When all was said and 
done, Evans had taken the win, fol- 
lowed by Holland, Ryan, Pestana and 
Matson. 

“T felt a lot better this moto,” a smil- 
ing Evans said. “I was fast through the 
whoop section and was able to cut 
across the ruts in some of the turns.” 

“I took a middle gate position this 
race and got the holeshot,” Holland 
said. “The front end washed out in the 
turn, and I fell, but I was catching up to 
Tyler until I bobbled.” 

In other action, it was Kawasaki- 
mounted Jeff Northrop sweeping both 
the 250 and 125cc Intermediate classes 
with a pair of convincing moto wins for 
the overall in each class. Ryan Morais 
put on an incredible show of speed as he 
and his Yamaha took a convincing victo- 
ry in the 80cc Intermediate class. 

Over on the Pee Wee track, it was 

ody Jackson, on a KTM, taking the 7- 
to 8-year-old-class win, and Ruben Her- 
nandez, on an Action, taking the 4- to 6- 
year-old-class win. N

Ward gets wild at 
Superbowl of Motocross

James Ward seemed to be a crowd favorite as 
the Barstow native stole the show in the 125cc 
Beginner class during the fifth and final round 
of the Superbowl of Motocross, held at the Ante- 
lope Valley Fair Grounds.

When the checkered flag 
waved, it was all Browne, while Herring settled 
for second after a few bobbles set him back a 
few bike lengths at the finish. 

Consistency was the most important item on 
Browne’s agenda at the start of the second moto. 
Browne was quick to find the lead and pull 
away from the battle for second between 
Nicholas Hensley and Herring. At the finish 
line, Browne stole the spotlight with a runaway 
victory in front of Herring and Hensley, who 
battled to the wire for second, with Herring get- 
ting the runner-up position.

Payne turns Pro at 
Hungry Valley MX

Team Green’s Billy Payne-made a successful 
debut in the 125 and 250cc Pro classes, taking 
the 250cc win by storm and finishing second to 
Honda of Troy’s Casey Lytle in the 125cc race 
during round three of the SSC Thousand Oaks 
Kawasaki Winter Warm Up MX Series, held at 
the Hungry Valley OHV area. 

“I remember my first Pro race,” Lytle said. 
“I was nervous being on the line with all these 
guys I read about and admired for years.” 

After taking what appeared to be two easy 
moto victories in the 250cc Pro class, Payne 
seemed right at home in the Pro divisions and 
eager to prove his worth in the 125cc division. 

The line was filled with top-ranked talent 
as Payne pulled up to the gate. To his left was 
Lytle and Idaho’s Danny Smith, aboard his 
new FMF/Team Honda support ride; to his 
right, teammate Tim Langdon and Swedish 
racer Espen Blikstad. When the gate dropped, 
Payne and his potent Pro Circuit Kawasaki 
popped ahead of the field for a perfect 
holeshot. Payne went on to lead for most of 
the early laps while Lytle and Smith got into a 
battle for second. 











The Pro racers were to be treated to a pair of 
12-lap motos, which raised questions about 
Payne. Could he go the distance? Is he in good 
enough shape? 

The answer appeared to be “no” when 
Payne went down near the step-up jump and 
handed the lead to Lytle. Payne remounted near 
last place and went to work, repassing riders in 
an effort to get back into the hunt. Lytle and 
Smith went at it for the remainder of the moto, 
with Lytle getting the nod at the finish. Payne 
charged back for a very impressive third by the 


_end of the moto. 


The second moto saw Payne out front again, 
with Lytle, Langdon and Smith all in tow. Lang- 
don pressured Lytle early in the race, which 
helped Payne open up some daylight between 
himself and Lytle. As the race wore on, Lang- 
don and Smith began to battle for third, while 
Lytle set out after Payne. 

As the racers completed lap 11 of the 12-lap 
race, it was evident that lapped riders (125cc 
Intermediates) would pose a potential problem 
for Payne as they began to steal the lines of the 
leaders. During the last lap, Lytle made his 
move after Payne followed a lapper down the 
front straight. Lytle performed an awesome 
leap to the left of Payne and passed both the 
lapper and Payne in one fell swoop. Payne tried 
in vain to retake the lead, but Lytle was a little 
quicker and went on for the moto and overall 
win in front of Payne and Langdon.

SACRAMENTO, CA, DEC. 23 

At 12 years old, the only thing you might notice 
about Garrett Ward of Galt, California, is that he 
is short in size. However, this young man is def- 
initely not short on courage, and his desire to 
enjoy life to the fullest is evident in every word 
he speaks - for a very simple reason. Garrett 
nearly lost his life at the tender age of 2 after 
accidentally swallowing a pesticide. The inci- 
dent left Garrett with a rare disease known as 
pulmunary-hemociderosis, an incurable disease 
that attacks the lungs. 

However, after years of hospitalization, 
numerous treatments and, most importantly, 
help from a caring family, Garrett has managed 
to beat the odds, and he continues to make 
improvements. And what does a kid who is 
going through such an ordeal want most in life? 
A motorcycle, of course! A trip to the Supercross 
at Jack Murphy Stadium at the age of 8 had the 
youngster hooked, and being a pro racer is all he 
has thought about since. 

Obsessed with pursuing his dream, Garrett 
decided to write a letter explaining his situation 
to a few motorcycle dealers in the area. One of 
those letters reached Dana Tutt, the sales man- 
ager of Good Times Kawasaki/Suzuki/Ducati 
of Sacramento. Tutt touched base with Ameri- 
can Suzuki and soon had a Suzuki DS80 covered 
in Christmas wrapping sitting on the showroom 
floor. 

On December 23, Garrett’s dream came true. 
He arrived at the dealership with his mother, 
Karen Ward, and a small entourage of his imme- 
diate family, and then, with a smile a mile wide, 
unwrapped the shiny, yellow machine. 

“My mom said we were going to breakfast 
and then a movie this morning,” Garrett said in 
amazement. “I was totally surprised and this is 
truly the best Christmas ever.” 

Garrett immediately distributed big hugs to 
American Suzuki district sales manager Richard 
Perrin as well as Good Times owners Sherman 
and Della Walker. 

“Tt was mainly Dana’s hard work that made 
this happen,” Sherman Walker said. “He 
deserves most of the credit.” 

Garrett made sure that Dana got an extra- 
special hug. Also on hand was Parts Unlimited 
representative Jim Hutzler, whose company, 
along with Tucker Rocky, Western Power Sports 
and Bennett Limited, made sure that Garrett 
was well-outfitted.

Although Garrett 
may fight this disease for the rest of his life, the 
generosity of all those involved was probably, 
the best medicine he'll ever receive.

the current state of speedway motor- 

cycle racing in the United States, 
chances are you're going to run into two 
different theories. Depending upon 
whom you ask, you will either hear that 
American speedway is a shadow of its 
former self 
and is dying a 
slow and 
painful death, 
or you might 
run into an 
optimist 
who will tell 
you that 
speedway 
is enjoying 
a resur- 
gence =i- 
albeit with a touch of 
evolution. 

With his book, “California Speedway 
“97,” author Gary Roberts definitely falls 
into the latter camp. 

The British-born Roberts certainly 
knows speedway, having enjoyed the 
sport in his home country since his 
childhood days, and continuing to fol- 
low the American scene upon moving to 
California in 1982, a time when many 
would argue that American speedway 
had reached its zenith, what with Bruce 
Penhall’s back-to-back World crowns. 
Yet Roberts wisely took a simplistic 
approach in “California Speedway ’97,” 
preferring to offer it as more of a fan 
guide to the uninitiated newcomer inter- 
ested in learning more about speedway. 

To that end, the book does little 
wrong. Roberts meticulously brings the 
race fan up to date on every aspect of 
the sport as it relates to today, inserting 
chapters that deal with current and past 
race tracks, practice tracks, past and pre- 
sent riders, and even admission and 
food and beer prices at the various Cali- 
fornia tracks. And he even makes men- 
tion of the resurgence of racing at 
Owego Speedway in New York - a nice 
touch. Beyond that, you will also find 
complete results of every major speed- 
way event that took place in California 
during the ‘97 season - with the excep- 
tion of the ‘97 U.S. National, and that 
was only due to press deadlines. It all 
makes for a competent speedway 
almanac, 150 pages in all, with lots of 
decent black-and-white illustrations to 
provide plenty of visual commentary on 
what is considered to be a pretty excit- 
ing sport. 

If the book falls short in any area, it 
would have to be in Roberts’ choice of 
the riders that were profiled for the 
“California Legends” chapter of the 
book. While it is true that Sonny Nutter 
is a legend in the sport and Phil Collins 
rode well when he ventured to Califor- 
nia in the late ‘80s, it is hard to justify 
mentioning these riders over such nota- 
bles as Penhall, Mike and Steve Bast, 
Bobby Schwartz, and Kelly and Shawn 
Moran. The point is that there were 
plenty of better choices. 

That aside, however, “California 
Speedway ’97” is a bargain for the $15 
asking price, as it is packed with enough 
information to provide any speedway 
fan, from newcomers to hard-cores, with 
entertaining reading. We’re already 
looking forward to the 1998 edition.

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tracker Terry Poovey once described 
supercross in a way that was perhaps 
most befitting at the time: “I’ve been to 
one of them supercross races, and I 
dunno how they can call it racin’. All 
that stuff they put in the way just slows 
everybody down.” 

That was in 1995, and@Poovey had a 
point. “Everybody” meant everybody 
but the Honda-mounted Jeremy 
McGrath - Poovey’s several-years- 
removed Honda factory brother, if you 
will - who basically had the entire field 
covered for the third straight year then. 
It made sense, and it was for that rea- 
son, backed by my own personal soap- 
box position that a manufacturer’s place 
in any race series should be limited 
(plenty of factory parts, not factory 
teams - ahh, let’s not get into that right 
now), that I was not a fan of supercross 
racing. A supercross fan, yes - hell, those 
insane jumps and colorful big rigs are 
enough to impress anyone. But not of 
isupercross racing. Like Poovey said, 
here simply wasn’t any. 

Until last year, anyway. That was 
hen McGrath jumped on “the yellow 
bike” - a disdainful monicker affixed to 
IMcGrath’s factory/Suzuki of Troy ride 
by Kyle Carruthers, the bossman’s pre- 
‘ocious 6-year-old son. McGrath didn’t 

in so much, and neither did anyone 
else, making for a more interesting title 
ace than in years past. In fact, the 

hole 1997 season captured my interest 
st a little more. 

So, for 1998, I approached the series 
ppener with more than my usual “I’m 
gonna hitch a ride to supercross and get 
plowed on $4.50-a-shot-glass beer with 

e rednecks” attitude. And here’s what 

appened. 

I called Paul Carruthers’ house 
hround noon to find out when the bulk 
pf the CN crowd (he was bringing the 

hole family) was planning to head to 
he LA Coliseum, and I got the low- 
Hown on the secret way into and out of 

e parking lot. 

“Let me tell you how to get there,” 
aul said with authority. “When you go 
p the freeway, stay in the car- 

bool lane and get off at the exit, 
ake a and you'll pull straight 
n. It’s the fastest way. If you do that, 
ou'll be in and out in five minutes.”

JANUARY 26, 1968 









You didn’t really think I was going to 
tell you, did you? It’s a secret. 

But I followed Paul’s advice, and he 
was right. From what I’m hearing now, 
once the lot was full, people were get- 
ting nailed as much as $40 per parking 
spot around the outside of the Colise- 
um. But that was probably good news, 
because that meant they'd be hitting the 
road with eight fewer beers in them - six 
if they bought a hot dog. 

The much-anticipated, seriously 
dreaded rains that were predicted for 
the evening were nowhere in sight, but 
ol’ Mother Nature had done her number 
earlier in the day. We got to our seats 
just as they were running qualifiers on 
the mud-bog portion of the track. No, 
wait - that was the whole track. Fortu- 
nately, the track crew jumped on the 
graders and got it into shape before the 
real, um, racing, got started. 

The show started with Terry Boyd 
and Ms. Supercross, the lovely Leeann 
Tweeden, interviewing the top riders in 
the series. At least, that’s what it looked 
like on the big screen. The sound system 
sucked so bad that you couldn’t hear 
anything in Section 5, Row 62, seat 113, 
and I wasn’t alone. Neither could the 
people behind me, or in front of me, or 
on either side. Ahh well. ` 

Still the king, McGrath got the 
biggest ovation during the interviews, 
and I sensed that a lot of people had just 
come out to see how he would do on 
“the blue bike,” although Kyle rational- 
ly explained to everyone who would lis- 
ten that Jeremy’s success was assured if 
he would just pull “the red bike” out of 
his truck and ride it tonight. Point well 
taken. 

Then they made up for the crummy 
PA system with a bitchin’ fireworks dis- 
play that bordered on full nuke during 
the National Anthem. Things were look- 
ing up. 

The riders were getting faster in the 
heat races as the track dried out. Ezra 
Lusk looked brilliant on his “red bike” 
en route to a win over Kevin Wind- 
ham in a loaded first 250cc heat, and 
I’m sure that the Honda brass was 
licking its chops. Mickael Pichon came 
out and won the second heat over his 
factory Suzuki teammate, Larry Ward, 
and he didn’t even so much as snap a 
femur. 
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When I got up to hit the head, I was 


amazed at how I quickly got in and out 
of a restroom with four urinals when I 
can get trapped in a 30-toilet restroom at 
the Great Western Forum during inter- 
mission at an LA Kings game and nearly 
miss a full period of play. These super- 
cross fans are on the go. 

The 250cc semis were interesting, but 
not so much because of who won, or 
didn’t. Instead, I have to admit that I 
chuckled a little when some guy endoed 
over the chasm at the bottom of the peri- 
style and almost right into Cycle News 
contributor Eric Johnson’s lap. Sudden- 
ly, Johnson realized that he probably 
wasn’t standing in the safest place near 
the track, and he coolly sauntered away 
from the area with a gait that suggested 
he didn’t want anyone to realize that he 
had just soiled himself. 

Then there was the case of Jimmy 
“Panic” Button. I’ve got this guy picked 
fifth for the series, mainly because I 
know that he won’t be hurting for 
horsepower since the team has enlisted 
the aid of former World Championship 
road race-winning rider and tuner Kel 
Carruthers. Button was fast, but it was 
clear that he was fighting the bike. Then, 
when it looked like he had it made in 
his semi, he tried to take out Jeff Dement 
in the last turn and wound up in the 
LCQ. Heh, heh. Needs a little suspen- 
sion work, eh, Jimmy? 

John Dowd made everyone else look 
like mud in the 125cc main event, which 
makes sense to me, him being from New 
England and all. It was a yawner. Ron- 
cada made a run at him but didn’t have 
the juice tonight. I turned my attention 
toward the sleeping 5-year-old in front 
of me and thought that it would be real- 
ly funny if I accidentally dumped my 
lukewarm chocolate ($3 from the man in 
the funny apron) all over his head. I 
wasn’t really that short on entertain- 
ment yet, but I was getting there. 

Then came the 250cc main event, and 
a funny thing happened. All 61,884 fans 
(there were 61,885 in attendance; I 
wasn’t a fan yet) got out of their seats 
and on their feet. And so did I. They 
stayed that way for the full 20 laps, 
screaming and cheering for that Doug 
Henry guy on that boomin’ four-stroke. 
I did, too. McGrath almost got him 
through the whoops on the first lap, but 
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Henry twisted his wrist (I think he still 
can) and surged ahead“`down the front 
straight. By this time, the Honda brass 
probably went from licking their chops 
to dry heaves as Yogi made a boo-boo of 
a start and was running second-to-last. 
He would finish 16th before the night 
was over. 

Emig was fast, and he took the full 
measure of McGrath, dropping him to 
third on lap six or so.
